In the Year 1759, MeiSeurfi Thcmas^ and 
Andrew Nefiit^ GttitltmGSi who lived nei^r 
KiliiiegSy on the SeaCoaft of the Couatjr ef 
Donegal, and who were very Ikilful in the 
Herroig and<s«herFi£bcrie6^ carried on there, 
feeing Whales ii) greiti Nun^hens, revived 
C^»iL?iVsJLJfideftaking, and took for gratitid, 
that he mifcarried either fot want of Money, 
or Perfeverancc. In this Prc^ they en- 
gaged Meffis Benfoffy and Irrimn, Gcntleihcn 
pf Credit and IVoperty, and procured a Ship 
p fap fittodiifi in the Greeniand Way,, with 

five 
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Jive Boats of a *new Conftriidion : They 
klfo procured Harpooners attd other Perfone, 
experienced in the Greenland Filhery^ and in 
the Year 17653 they began to fiftij but 
though they faw many Whales they were 
able to kill none. Mr Ttb6mMs*Neftnt after- 
v^x^h killed one large Whale. with his awn 
Hand,and as there' was no Manufadory JR>r 
the Bone or Blotter in this Kingdom, heient

At length the Company having expended 
3000/. in the Undertakings it. was difcovered 
that the Method of Fifhing, and Harpoon- 
ing iti Greenland^ would not do in thefe Seas. 
\ii Greenland^ the Water being always calm, 
the Boats are iK>t agitated, fo that the Har- 
pooner is more fure of his fl?roke ; and the 
Whale frequently bends his Head downvi^ard 

ifl 
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in order to plunge under Water, which the 
Fiflicrs call Backing, and which, ftraining 
gnd tightening the Skin, the Harpooner feiz^ 
^s that Inftant to flrike, and the Harpooq. 
enters deeply, which it would not dq if thq, 
Skin hung loofe over the Blubber. In thefo 
Seas, on nhe contrary, the \Vater is always 
rough, either by Wipd, pr a Swpll, fo that 
the Harpooner pan take no Aipi,. and th? 
Whale feldom backing, but lyipg extended 
on the §urface of the Water, with the Skin 
loofe and flaccid oyer the Fat, thp Harpoon, 
though it reaches him with coniiderablcf 
force, does not enter, Mr Nejbit^ therefore, 
in order to give force to the Harpoon, and 
alfo to th^ Lances, which are difpharged at 
the Fiflj isvery Time he rifes after the Har- 
poon has entered, c;qntriv§d to difcharge both 
the Harpoon and l-ance, from a fwiv?l Gun, 
which fuceecded fo well, th^t in the Year 
1762, the Company killed three Whales, 
two of which were between 60 and 70 Feet 
Ipng, and the other above fifty, and, in this 
Year J 763, they have killed twp Whales of 
H large Si^e, which is niore than many Ships 
have done, that have been fitted out for 
Qr§enhn4 ^t ? yfift E3fp$npe,

In this State of the Undertafcingj they pc-s 
tftioned the Parlrafnent ifor ^Aid; and rfii* 
Committee granted ihem looo/i as mention- 
ed above* 

If is to be obferved, that ihthfe Sea off 
the Coaft of Donegal, there' are, befides the 
Whales, that yield only Borie and Blabber, 
the Finn -fi(h, the Porpoife, the Sun.fi(h, and 
the Spermi-ceti*Whalc, befides Seals. The 
Teeth of the Sperma-ceti Whale, are Ihaped 
like a Cucumber^ and are about i8 Inches 
long ; they are as 'white as Ivory, take a fine 
poliQi, and make very beautiful and durable 
Handles for Knives and Forks* The Sun- 
fifli is valuable for the Oil that is extracted 
from the Liver, each Fifli yielding about a 
Ton ; they are to be found all the Year, and 
are taken with great Eafe 5 the other Fifh^ 
and the Seals are of little Value. 

After fome Time fpent in the Committee^ 
into which the Houfe refolved itfelf to con- 
fider of the Suppfies, the Speaker refumecj 
the Chair, and Mr iW^, the Chairman of 
the Committee, was ordered to make his Re*

THE R-t H— ble Mr \^— AT—, 
according to Order reported, from the 
Gocnmittee t>f thQ i;^b0le Hoiife^ appoiatod 
to. cQfiiider of the Supplies, and the Lord 
Lieutenant's Speech, the following Refolu*' 
tion. 

" That it is the Opinion of the Commit- 
" tee» that a Sum not exceeding 521,161 /. 
" 16 J. 6^.Tths,, was the Debt of the Na- 
^* tion at Lady Day, 1763-'* 

Upon the reading of this Refolution, a- 
mong others, Mr tf^— C — , . the Vice P — ^ 
obferved, that if the Houfe agreed to it as it 
ftood, it would preclude any /arthcr Enquiry 
into the Right of the Vice Treafurers to the 
Poundage upon the additional Supplies,, which 
would be very improper, as a Suit in Equity 
was aiftually commenced to determine the 
Queftion, which plainly appeared to be 
doubtful, by the Steps tha^ *had been taken, 
as well by the Deputy Vice-Treafurer, as 
the Attorney-General j he^* therefore, pro- 

pofed 
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|>ored, that the Refolution fliould be made 
Conditional, fo that the Pubiic might obtain 
the Benefit of the 5000 /. claimed for Poun- 
dage, if the Sbif.fhoaldgo on' arid be dtter« 
mined in its Favour. 

'•■:'•..! — 

Mr E — S— P — faid, he v^ry much ap- 
J)toved. of what the Vicc-P— had faid, and 
that he knew not how the ^Af&ir of thtf 
Poundage Could be cognizable by a Court of 
Equity, after the Houfe (hould have allowed 
the Claim of the Vice-Treafurer, by includ- 
ing it in the National Debt ; and that, fup- 
pofing the Refolution of the Houfe not to 
preclude the Suit, it was poffible that the 
Determination of the Court might be oppo^ 
ilte to that of the Houfe, which would be 
ail Incongruity that they ought to avoid. Af- 
ter re-capitulatirig fomc Arguments that had 
been befpre ufcd on the Subjed, he added, 
that it wa$ abfurd to fuppofe it to be the 
Spirit of any Law that the piftrefles of tlie 
State (hould multiply thepifelvcs, and that 
the Public (hould pay a greater Sum to their 
Servants merely becaufc the Neceffity of Af- 
fairs obliged them to pay a greater Sum foir 
the Exigencies of the State. , The Fees of the 
Vice-Treafureri he faid, without the Poun^ 

dago 
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dage upon additional Daties, amounted to 
niore than their Truft, and their. Services 
defcrvcd ; but that, not to enter into the Me- 
rits of theQueftion, he wouljj only fecond 
the Motion for an Amendment,, lo render 
the Refolution conditional. 

The Queftion being then put for, the A- 
mendment, it pafled in the Affirmative^ and 
the Houfe came to the following Refolutiqn.

Mr £— S^ P— then faW, that it had 
appeared to the Committee, upon the ftridfccft 
Enquiry, that the Navigation of the River 
Shannon^ from Limerick to Killako^ was one 
of the moft ufeful in the Kingdom j that the 
Rivef was no lefs than 130 Miles long, th* 
it ran through the moft fertile and populous 
Parts of the Country, and pafled by very con- 
fiderable Towns. T^at the private Comoiit* 
tee, therefore, was of Opinion, that 6000 f. 
was a reafonablc Aid towards compleating 
the Navigation of that River j that, he aflccd^ 
however, but 5000 /. which Sum was grant- 1 
ed in the Committee of Supplies, but that now | 
he would be content with 4000 A i 

Mr P— T— ., the A/t?, ikid, that the j 
Suxp, which by the Refdlutions of iJhe Com- I 
mittee pf Supplies was ^ to TDepaM: to Ae 1 
Undertakers of public Wtirfe, of vairious 
Kinds, amounted to no fefs than 126,000 /, 
and that if a more confiderablc Deduftion 
was not made, than was now propdfed, with , 
Refped to this Article, the Scheme t)f Oe- 
conomy, which had beeft' lain down and en- 

forced 
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iorced* with fo much Propriety and Energy, 
could not be <;arried into Execution ; that 
the public Dobt would increafe, the Reduc-^ 
tion of which had hecfi expreisly recommen- 
ded from th$ Throoe, and, in Time of Pawc, 
wa^ our high^ Jntereftj apd moft iadifpen* 
fiWe Duty. He added, th^t the Diftreflb fo 
j«ftjy Gomplaiucd oi^ were owing to the very 
Errors they were pow going to repeat i for 
that the Diffif^ulties the Nation was then 
ftruggSng withj arofe from the exceilive 
Grants, which had taken Place fince the Year 
1753, ^^ public Works» amounting to no 
lefs than 400,000/. If there was a Surplus 
in the Treafury, he (aid, the Money oagbl 
to be granted with Frugality, and Circttm- 
fpefUon, but that ftill greater Caution and 
Oeconomy were neoefiary, when they were to 
bo^ow die Money granted upon Intereft. 

Mr Lu~^^ O—^ faid, in reply, that though 
he admitted the great Weight of the Nation^, 
ai iDebt, and the bad-Conieqaences that muft 
arife from ita Increafe, yet he could by no 
Means concur with the honourable Gentle- 
cnas, in iuppofing it a Reafon for not grant* 
ing Sums to improve the Country, with Re*^

There waS 
no Nation in the World, he faid, that was fo 
capable of Improvement from it$ Situation,, 
Climate, Soil, and RivWs, and that it wanted 
nothing but Population, Manufadlures, and 
Commerce, to make it one of the flioft flou- 
rifhing Countries in the World ; the Money 
already laid out for thefe Purpofes had brought 
in, he faid, thirty per 'Cent, and that as Pro- 
fit was neceffary, as well as Oeconomy, to 
eountcr-ballance the Drains of Pcnfipns and 
Abfentees, he hoped the Bufinefs of the Day 
Would be tranfaded, with a View to that 
Principle 3 but he added, that he fi^ared all 
he could fay on the Subjeft would have little 
Eflfedt, for that the Bufinefs of the .Day Jbad 
been already fettled in another Place : — - 
Here he made a Pauje -r-r- andy then added, 
in the Committee of Supplies. • 

Mr P~ T— , . the A. G, faid, he was in 
Hopes, that if the Improvemicnts were fo 
great as had been, reprefented) they wou\d 
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foon enabk ' the Parliament to grant liberally 
ta farther: Iipprovements> but that, for his 
own Part, ' h^ had not ^ AifEgient Eyi^nce of 
the good Effedts of theMoney lai4 QUt akeady, 
to think ;^ Qrant pf the very high Demands 
now made a prudent Step, The Surplus, in 
the Treafury, h^ faid, which had beqn fo 
often na^ntioncd, arofe fr^oi. the accidental 
Circumflaiice of fourteen Regilp[ieuts being 
fent out <>f the Kingdom. during the laft War, 
and put upon the Englifii E}ftabliflimeftt ^ an4 
thathis^ M^jefty was then gracioufly ple^d 
to ; permit a very grear Parf of t^is Saving to 
be^laid oot for the Improvement of the Conn- 
try, buHhat, in his Qpinioa, it was improper 
to apply the Rkevenues of the Crown to fuch 
Purpofe,.if there was the lead: Danger that the 
Supplies neceffary for the Exigencies of <3o^ 
vernnffccftt fhould fall.fhort, which, he faid> 
whatever inightbe pretended to the contrary^ 
muft bring the Country into Debt. The 
Appliijatton: of public Money to thefo^fuppof- 
ed Improvements, never came into the Con- 
templation of Parliament, he fciid, when the 
hereditary Revenue, was eftablKhed, nor in 
the Year 1727^ when the additional Duties 
were granted, which had not fince been en- 
creafed.

Whoify in that Light* As to ThSrtgr being 
iettled in another Plate, fays he, I kndvv ndt 
what it" means 5 I obferved, a very rem^rk^ 
able Paufe, made by the honourable Oentle^ 
man whb ufed the Expreffion, before he ad* 
ded the Words, Committee of SuppMts, atid 
I /hould be forry to think it was ibtehded as 
an Impeachment of th6 Integrity, or Inde- 
pendancy of Parliament, of which that Gen- 
tleman has the ttofjoor to be a Maiftben 

Mr £— S^ P - replied^ that he was 
extremely forprized td find that ^ofe vfery 
Oeiitlcmen, who vftx^ Advocates for fending 
large Sums out of the Country ill Pfeftfions, 
and argued againfl an Enquiry into that abufe, 
wens the only Oppofers of a reafonable Appro- 
priation of the public Money ta the public 

Benefit \ 
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Benpiit ; it was, he faid, a ftrange Inconfiften- 
cy of Chfira^er, to countenance Profufion 
for bad Purpofe^, and Parfimony for good. 

The A. C anfwc'rcd> that no Man could 
have a<ft«d with greater Confiflcocy than 
hinifelf $ that he always thought it his Duty> 
and the Duty of every Member of that 
Houfe, to fuppoct his Majefly's ufiial £ila«- 
bliflhment out of the Revenues of the Crown 
appropriated to that Purpofe, and that there 
was not the leaft Colour of Rights or Jufticc, 
in fufFering new and uncommon Demands to 
incumber the Nation Vidth a public Debt; 
he concluded) by faying, that he had the Sa- 
tisfai^ion to find a very lat^ Majority of the 
Houfe of the fame Qpinion, and, therefor^i 
he hoped 2500 /. being half the Sum dcman*' 
ded> ^ould be thought fuffident.

ance to a Town fo confiderable for Trade, he 
hoped that Sum would not be thought xxtk* 
reasonable.

And that, refufing or ftinting Parliamenta- 
ry Aid, might raife Doubts concerning its real

what Aids to particular Perfons were granted 
to do. The honourable Gentleman has 
thought fit to fay, that he cannot difcover 
how the Sum that is now propofed to h^ 
granted in lieu of Aids, can benefit the partis 
cular Perfons to whom fuch Aids would have 
been granted^ if their Petitions had not been 
rgeded } and, I hope, he will excufe me if 
I fay it is of' no Confequence whether he di(^ 
covers it or not, or whether what he cannot 
difcover is or is not a Fadt, Our Money, 
Sir, is granted in a National View, not as a 
Benefit to particular Perfons, but to the Public, 
It is given to encourage Arts, and it is of no 
Confe()uence who fulfills the Condition, pro^ 
vided w(B fee the Condition fulfilled befc^e we 
give it. The Faith of the Houfe is, in my O-* 
pinion, pledgicd not to Individuals, but to the 
Nation ; and wheq we refufed to grant Aids 
to particular Perfqnsi and agreed to grant Pre- 
miums in their ftead, we did not engage that 
the f^me Perfpii ihoukl be bepefitted by th<; 
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Premium» that would have been benefitted by 
the Aid % and the Alteration in our Mode of 
granting Encouragement to Arts^ proves, that 
vire did not intend he (hould, except he deibr* 
ved it, and, if he deferves it, he neceflarily 
will be benefitted, becaufe he that deferves a 
Prenoium will receive it. If it is neceflary, 
therefore, to encourage the Arts by parliamen*- 
tary Aififtance, and if, after our late Refolu* 
tion, it can be done only by Premiums, I 
think 8000 /. as little as we can appropriate 
to that important Purpofe. I am fure, when 
we thought the ArtB encouraged by Aids to 
particular Perfons, we gave much larger Sums, 
and why we fliould give Icfs, when the Mo- 
ney cannot be mifapplied, than we did when 
it was liable to Mifapplicationt I, in my 
turn, cannot difcover. Give me leave now. 
Sir, to remark, as not altogether improper, in a 
Reply to that honourable Gentleman, that the 
Dublin Society deferves the particular Atten- 
tion of this Houfe, and that there ought to 
be a certain Confidence placed in it, with re- 
fpeft to the Difpofal of Money, becaufe the

I am very ferry, Sir,, to hear an Objedlion 
made to this Grant for the Encouragement of 
a Fiflier'y, and "Manufadure, which are of 
very great Importance to the Public. In the 
firft Place, Sir, the Oil, and Bone, of the 
Whales taken on this Coaft, are fuperior in 
Qmlity to the Oil and Bone of thofe taken in 
the Seas of Greenland j and there are hw 
Things more neceflary, or of more general 
Confumption, than the Produd: of the Whale 
Fifliery in general 5 the Oil is ufed for the 
dreffing of Leather, and Wool, as well as for 
public Lamps, and many other Purpofcs, 
which it would be endlefs to enumerate i the 
Ufes of the Bone alfo are very numerous, 
and an excjsUent Glue is made of the Blub- 
ber, after the Oil has been extraftcd. It ap- 
pears by theCuftom-Houfe Books, that in the 
Year 176 1, there were no lefs than 99,980 
GalloEls of Whale or Train Oil, imported at 
JDuilin from Holland; this Import which 
prQVCS ^e Confurnption of the Commodity 

to 
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to be very confidemble, is a great Nation 
nal Lofs; and England is alfo a great 
Lofer by Importing the fame Commodity 
from the fame Ports ; England^ indeed, is 
fo fenfible of this, that ihe has given great- 
er Encouragement to the Whale-Fi&cry 
than to any other Branch of Commerce: 
Every Ship that is fitted out from England, 
for the Greenland Fifliery, and makes the 
Voyage, is at her Return intitled to a Pre- 
mium of 40 J* a Tun, whether (he brings 
home any Whale or not, and, in Time of War ? 
the Crews of all the Greenland Ships have a 
ProteAion, which fecures them from being 
prefled into the Government's Service ; and, 
(hall we, who are equally intercfted in this 
Trade, be fupine and negligent Spedlators of 
the Efforts of a private Company, to efta- 
bH{h it on our own Coafts, and not aifift 
them with fo fmall a Sum as 1 500 / f But 
theFifhery is not the only Objed ; When a 
Whale has been caught upon our Coafts we 
have been obliged to fend the Bone and Blub- 
ber to Liverpool^ and London^ to be manu* 
fafturcd ; which is always attended with great 
Expence, and Inconvenience, efpecially as the 
Englifh^ who confider us as their Rivals in 
this Fifliery, charge us very high ; but if we 

en- 
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mcourage the Undertak'mg in Queilion, we 
fliall be able to manofadure the Bone and 
.Blubber ourfclves, and, perhaps, to furnlfh 
England herfelf with thofe Commodities, 
which will be a confiderable Benefit to her, 
as well as to us ; for it would be taking juft 
k much Trade from her Rival the Dutch^ 
and fumifhing her with the iame Commodi- 
ties at a cheaper Rate, as Labour is cheaper 
with us, and we (hall have a lefs Diftance to 
£arry the Commodity, as well from the Place 
where it is catched, to that where it is ma<- 
nu&iftured, as from the Place where it is 
manttfadured to Market ; as a Friend, there- 
fore, to both Kingdoms, for he that does not 
confider their Interefts as infeperable, is a 
Friend to neither, I muft ftrongly recom* 
mend the Confirmation of this Grant with* 
Dttt Diminution* 

The (^eilion being then put, whether 
the Refolutioa (hould be amended by expung- 
ing the Word five hundred^ it paflfed in the 
Affinnative^ and the Refoluion was agreed to 
by the Houfis, 

The Houfe refolved, that the Supply 
granted to hts Majefty ihouki be a Sum not 

ex- 
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exceeding 1,168,167/. 2 s. 6 d. (See the 
Motion for a Supply y page 66.) 

The Refolutions of the Committee of Sup- 
plies, havipg been all reported and confider- 
cd, and very great Dedudtions having been 
made from feveral Grants, not particularly 
mentioned above, for which Deduftion the 
A. G. v^ras always an Advocate, Dr C — L — 
got up, and fpoke to the following EfFe<3: :

r cannot but highly commend that vigi- 
knt Attention to the public Treafurc, and 
that Spirit of public Oeconomy, which have 
fo eminently diftinguiOied the Gentleman on 
the Floor over againft me this Day 5 neither 
• can I help exprefling my Concern and Sur- 
prize that he fbould flop fhort. He has 
been very zealous to prevent the laying out 
public Money, in the Improvement of the 
Country, but he has very quietly acquiefced 
in its being fquandered away in Peniions to 
Foreigners 5 nay he has not been lefs elo- 
quent as an Advocate for this , Expence than 
as an Adverfary to the other ; as I had no 
reafon to expedl fo uncommon an Inconfiften- 
cy of Conduifl, I did not think it would have 

fallen 
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fallen to my (hare, to move, as I now do. 
That 25,000 /. be ftruck off the Lift of Pen- 
lions: I flatter' myfelf, that every Gentleman 
prefent will chearfoUy concur in this Mo- 
tion, at leaft every Gentleman who has dif- 
tinguifhed hinifelf in favour of Oeconomy, 
and that, as it is evident the Nation will be 
a Gainer, it is not neceflary to enquire- who 
will be Lofers; except three or four, I 
believe they are all equally undeferving, and, * 
if the whole Redudtion was to fall upon the 
Penfioners of this Houfe, there would be no 
Reafon to regret it, for it would certainly be 
better for the Conftitution, if no Man in it 
had either Penfion, or Place. I fhould, in- 
deed, be forry to have it thought neceflary, 
upon this Occafion, to enquire who the Pen- 
fioners are, becaufe, I believe it would puzzle 
the moft knowing Man in the Kingdom to 
tell us ; the very finding them out, to remit 
them their Money is attended with Difiiculty 
and Trouble, and I cannot help confidering 
many of them as not having fo much as a 
Name. Many are .Aliens, and the granting 
Penfions to Aliens is what I never can be re- 
conciled to. There is a great Prince to 
whom a Prefent was made of 20,000 /. be- 
caufe he could not be a Penfioner upon Eng^ 

land, 
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land^ by the Laws of the Country j for thi» 
Prince, Sir, I have a very great Regard, yet 
I cannot conceive why, it being unlawful fbf 
him to receive a Penfion out of one Part of 
the King's Dominions^ it fhould be thought 
expedient for him to receive a Penfion out 
(^another. 

Mr P— . T'— , Ae A. G* faid, in reply, that 
ha thought it very extraordinary to be called 
upon in this Manner, and that he wondered 
the honourable Mertiber fliould fuppofe, of 
pretend to fuppofe, that he intended to make a 
Motion of this Kind, when he had conftantly 
and uniformly declared, that the King^s £f* 
tablifhment ought to be fupported out of the 
Crown Revenues, and after a very large Ma* 
jority had declared in favour of it. 

The R— t H-— Wc Mr A^ Af— , who 
had been Chairman of the Committee of 
Supplies, faid, that he believed it would have 
been contrary to Rule, to have made fuch 
a Motion in that Committee, as it would 
have been foreign to the Bufinefs, for which 
it was appointed. 

I^ijr H-^ ^T— faid, that however averfe he 
^ might

might be to Penfions, both with Refped to 
their Illegality^ and the improper Applica-* 
tion of them, he could not think this a fit 
Queftion, and, therefore, hoped the honour- 
able Gentleman would withdraw it, efpecially 
as it was intended to move for an Addrefs to 
his Majefty, on the Subje£i: ; though he could 
not help faying, he wiflied his Majefty's 
Speech had been obierved with RefpcA to 
Oeconomy, as well in one Particular as ano* 
ther. 

Mr T._X^-£L- fpoke to Order, and men^^* 
tioned the Impropriety of the Queftion, 
though, he faid, no Man could be more an 
Enemy to Penfions than himfelf. 

Upon this, Dr L— withdrew his Motion* 

Refolved^ that to*morrow Morning, the 
Houfe will refolve itfelf into a Committee, 
to confider of Ways and Means to raife the 
Supply.

TH E Houfe attended, his. Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant with the Addre6 
of Thanks tohia Majefty^ which his Excel- 
lency promifed to tranfmit forthwith, and 
then being refolved into a Committee of 
Ways and Means, Mr JE — S— P — fpoke 
as follows : 

Mr £- S—P . 

As nothing can conduce to the Improve- 
ment and Advantage of this Kingdom ia 
particular, and to the Strength and Support of 
his Majefly's Dominions in general, more than 
the Encourageirient of our honbe Manufac- 
tures, I ftiall propofe fomethirig, which, I 
hope, will have that good Effe<ft. The hc^ 
reditary Duty on Strong Beer, and Ale, in 
this Kingdom, is two Shillings and Six -pence 
a Barrel, each Barrel containing two and 
thirty Gallons ; and the additional Duty is 
4W0 Shillings, fo that the whole ©uty on 

two 
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two and thirty Gallons is four Shillings and 
Six-pence. But it is well known, that there 
is a Species of Strong-Beer, called Porter, 
which we import from • England^ that pays 
no more Duty than one Shilling for every 
two and thirty Gallons 5 now it is clear, that 
in Proportion as the Importation of Porter 
encreafes, the Confumption of our home 
made Beer and Ale muft decreafe, and 
that for every Barrel of Porter that is drunk 
here, inftead of a Barrel of home made 
Liquor, the Revenue fufFers a lofs of three 
Shillings and Six-pence. It is well known 
that the Importation of Porter is increafing 
every Day, and that, confequentiy, the Re- 
venue, in this 4^rticle, is every Day diminiflx- 
ing. Now, Sir, if a Tax ihouldbe laid upon 
Porter, equivalent to the Tax on home made 
Beer, and Ale, it would prevent the Decreafe 
of the Revenue, but, as Porter would proba- 
bly be ftill imported, it would Hill leflen the 
Confumption of our Home-brewed, and thus 
afFcdl many Branches of Trade that depend 
upon the Brewery ; and, if a Tax fhould be 
laid upfon Porter, fo heavy as fhould amount 
to a Prohibition, we fhould, in a great Mea- 
fure, be deprived of a wholefome and pleafant 
Liquior, which, by many People, is preferred, 
G g even 
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even to Wine* What I propofc, therefore, 
Js, that we (hould improve the prefent pre- 
vailing Inclination for Porter to our own 
Advantage, by giving fuch ^n Encourage- 
ipcnt, to the making of it here, a$ will, at 
Jcngth, preclude the Importation of it from 
England^ by carrying this Branch of Bufinefs 
to the fame Perfedion among us, as it is arriv- 
ed at on the other Side of the Water, and, 
confequently, improve not only many Ma-» 
nufai^ures, but Agriculture itfelf, and ulti-^ 
jnately, encrcafe the Revenue j for this Pur- 
pofe, L would recommend a Refolution to 
this Committee, that all Porter,brewed in this 
Kingdom, fliall be Duty free, 

Mr P^ r— , the A. G. 

There is I believe no Perfon in this Houfe 
mor^ feniible of the Advantages that arife 
from the Encouragement of Manufadure^, 
and Agriculture, than myielf, nor more iia^ 
cerely defirou$ of procuring them, but I think 
more Evil will follow from the Refolution 
propofed than Good. I muft alfo confider 
the Support of the Crown, and the Advaa-^ 
tage of thi5 Country as effentially pnjtcd, and, 
though the Rffolcition may tend to favour 

AgrW 
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Agriculture, and the Manufaditres which de- 
pend on the Brewery, it muft certainly, at 
ieail for a confiderable Time, greatly dimi- 
fliOi the Revenue. The honourable Gentle- 
man has obferved, that it may ultimately en- 
creaie it, but this is at bed: a refl>ote Con- 
tingency^ and the Difadvantage is immediate, 
and certain ; if we encourage the Brewing 
of Porter here, by makbg it Duty-free, we 
fliall certainly leifen the Confumption of o* 
thcr Beer, and Ale, which pays 4 i. 6 li for 
^"^mcy two and thirty Gallons, mfich more 
than it is leflencd by the Importation of Por- 
ter from England^ and we (hall, beiides, lafe 
the Shilling a Barrel which is paid for that 
Liquor y this will be the Cafe in a great Mea- 
iure, fuppofc /r/yS Porter fliould not be fo 
good as Englijh 5 but, fuppofing the honour- 
able Gcndeman'5 ProjeS fboqld perfedtly 
fucceed, and we fhould brew as good Porter 
as our Neighbours, the Difference to the Re- 
venue will be immenfe, for, as he juilrly ab- 
ferves, the Tafte for Porter, in Preference to 
other Malt Liquor, is getting Ground every 
Day, with the united Affiftance of Appetite 
and Fa(hion, and we know very well, that 
Faftiton alone has produced a faditious Ap- 
petite for many Things, extreamly difagree- 
G g 2 able 
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ftble to untutored Nature^ and, confequently, 
produced a very greai Confumption of fuch 
Articles* But I apprehend, Sir, that, if the 
Refolution propofed was eligible, in other RiSf- 
fpedts, it would prepare the Way for great 
Frauds and Abufe, and be produ&ive of endr 
lefs Litigation and Difputes, between the 
Brewersj and the Officers of the Revenue. 
The Revenue Officers would certainly find it 
extremely difficult to diftihguifli what Beer 
Hiould be called Porter, and what ihonld 
come under another Denomination % I dare 
fay there are many Parts of this Kingdom) 
where there is not a fingle Perfon that could 
make the Diftindlion, and that there are great 
Numbers in this City, who would experience 
the fame Inability ; the Brewers and Publir 
cans would certainly tal^e Advantage of this } 
for> lani forry to fay, that Perfons> otherwife 
heneft in their Principles and Dealings, make 
no Scruple of defrauding the Crown, not 
confideripg, that the Supplies granted to the 
Crown, are to be laid out for the common 
Benefit, and that the Fair Trader muft always 
make good the Deficiencies that arife frorn 
the illicit Pradiccs of others; this, however, 
being the Cafe, I dare fay, that, if the Refo- 
Jjition propofed fhould be agreed to, there 

woult| 
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\vould not> in a fhort Time, be a Brewer or 
Publican in the Kingdom^ that would make 
or fell Malt Liquor of any other Denoniifla- 
tion than Small Beeri and Porter; It is^ there* 
fore^ eafy to fee that one of the moft cofi- 
iiderable Branches of the Revenue Would be 
in a manner ciit ofF^ with all the complicated 
Mifchiefs of Fraud, Litigation, and Perjury* 
I fhould, therefore^ be glad if fome lefs ex-^- 
ceptionable and morb efiedtual Method could 
be' found for efFefting the good Purpofes^ 
which I ani fure were intended by the ho^ 
nourable Gentleman^ who reconimended the 
Refolution, for whofe Integrity^ and Public 
Spirit I have the higheft Regard*

though nobody can be more unwilling M 
tamper with the King's Revenues, in fo effen- 
tial a Point as the Excife upon Beet than 
myfelf, yet^ I muft confefs, I am ftrpiigly in- 
clined to the Motion propofed by my ho* 
nourable Friend, from a full ConviSion of its 
Utility and Importance, as well with Rcfpe^ 
to a confiderable Article of internal Trade; 
as to the Revenue of the Crown. If the 
Exemption of Porter from Duty was to b^ 
G g 3 per^ 
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perpetual, it would, indeed, grcatiy Icffcn the 
Revenue arifing frpm the Thxty on other 
Mak LkjUQT ; hat if this Exemption is con^ 
tinued qn\y tiH Poitec of our own MaDm* 
fadure w brought to fuch Pcrfeftioo as to 
fupercede that which is now imported, and 
increafe the Confaoiption of Mait Liquor ia 
general, it will certainly enhance the Rcvieniiej 
and the Aiivantage& procured to the Public, by 
favouring Agricukure, and the Sale of a boope 
u^odc CofnnaQdit}^, are too manifeil to be- 
controvcrted. ]£ Pt)rteff brewed here fhould^ 
he exenjptcd fcom Duty two Years, I do- 
not fee. how an-y tejtd Confequenccs can enftie ; 
and, if it is not exempted feom Duty, P do not 
fee how we can ever hope to make it here. 
Who will buy home made Porter, when they 
can import it from England at 3 5. 6 d. lefe 
Duty^er Barrel ? And who will undertake 
to brew it here when there is fo Kttle chance 
of a Market' ? The brewing of Porter here, 
wai,.atall Evcntss be attended with many 
Difficulties, and Difad vantages ; this Liquor 
is not fit to drink in Icfs than a Year after it 
is brewed, and, as the Brewing Trade is here 
divided among a great Number of Hands, 
there are few who can afford 'to be fo long 
out of their Money, and flitt' fewer who 

can 
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can afford to buy. a fufficient Number of 
Caflcs fo kc6p a c6ntpetent Stock of it fo 
long in Hand ; (he brewing of this Liqtior i^ 
alfo aSecrct^fo that of the few who could afford 
f o make tljfe Experiment, there is, perhaps, but 
one who knows how it is be made : And 
yet, if Porter is not nmde here, nDtbing can* bef 
more certain, than that, inftead of drinking at 
Malt Liquor that pays a Duty of 4 j. tdk i 
Barrel, we fhall drink that which pays but a 
Shilling, and, inftead of iiicreafing a ufeftrf 
Manufadlure, and improving Agriculture, we 
Ihall give a Check to both, and reduce the 
Price of Liand, and deprive Induflry of Em- 
ployihent. Biit if the Manufafture is onc6 
effahliflbed, by means of the Encouragement 
which it receives from a temporary Ex^iftp- 
tron from Duty, it may pay the fame Tax as 
other Beer, fo that the Revenue will gain 
3 J. &d. by every Barrel qf Portet that rs 
dran^y the Confumption of Malt Liquor will 
encreafe, a. ufeful Manufadure) arid Agricul- 
ture will be promoted. Lands will rife in 
their Value, and many that would otherwife 
be idle will be emplbyed ; but, admitting this 
to be eligible, we are told that it is imprac- 
ticable,, becaufe the Difference between Porter 
and other Beer can never be afcertained. I 
G g 4 think, 
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think, however, that the Difference between 
Porter and othef Beer, is greater than be- 
tween Small-Beer and Strong j and that it 
cannot be more difficult to dift^ngijifli be- 
tween Porter, and other Malt Liq^uor here, 
than in England. Now, between fmall Beer 
and Strong we do diftinguifli, and the Bufi- 
nefs goes on between the Brewer, and the 
Excifeman, without either Fraud, Perjury, or 
Litigation. The Brewer tells the Excifeman 
how much Small and Strong Beer he intends 
to make, and the Excifeman proceeds to 
gauge the Quantities, to fee that the Brewer 
has made them in Proportions correfponding 
to his Declaration. And, in England^ the 
fame Thing is done with Refped to Porter, 
and other Beer ; for Porter is there liable to 
fome Duties, from which other Beer is ex- 
empt. If, therefore, we diftinguifli between 
Small Beer and Strong, and if, in England^ 
they diftinguifli between Porter, and other 
Malt Liquor, why {hould it be thought im- 
poffiblc for us to make the Diftin<3:ion here ? 
I will, indeed, confefs, that it is impoffible 
totally to prevent Fraud, but I will venture 
to affirm, that it is alfo impoffible for the 
Brewers to avail themfelves of a Pretence, that 
they brew nothing but Porter and Smajl Beer : 

an 
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an Infpcdion would immediately detedl them, 
and the proper Duty would be paid. I (half 
only add, that, if it (hould be thought advife- 
able to rcftrain the Refolution to Porter 
brewed in this City, I believe the Reftriftion 
would not be objedted to by the Gentleman 
who propofed the Motion. 

Dr C— L— faid, that of all fermented 
Liquors he efteemed Porter to be the mbft 
wholefome j it was alf6, he faid, in his Opi- 
nion, extremely pleafant : As it could not be 
drank till it had been kept a Year, he fai^ the 
Principles that might have caufeda newFer* 
mentation were evaporated : He obferved alfo, 
that the Notion that good Porter could be 
made only of Thames Water was exploded^, 
and that as good Porter might be made in 
Dublin as in London. He thought, he faid, 
that we fliould take every Opportunity to im- 
prove our own Manufadturcs, but that, as the. 
learned Gentleman on the oppofite Bench had 
fhewn the Utility of the Meafure in Queftion, 
by Arguments, to which nothing could be 
added, he fliould only declare, that he would 
moft certainly give his Vote for it. 

Mr y — ^ Fitz-G"---^ obferved, in favour 

of 
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of the Refolution, that it was fcarcely in the 
Power of the Brewer to defraud the Crownj 
if the Gauger did his Duty> and that the 
Brewer oirly would fufFer in Cafe of a Litiga- 
tion, bccaufe the Brewer muft always be 
taxed, according to the Species that the Gau^ 
ger returned. He knew a C^e, he faid, in 
wluch the Brewer had litigated the Ganger's 
Return, and though he produced the f^rongeft 
Proofs diat the Return- was fallacious, yet he 
was obliged to pay the Duty, fo that the 
Crown could rufrnaRifque, with Rcffpedl to 
its Revenue, from the Esperiment by which 
it might ultimately be a great Gainer, as well 
as^tbe Nation, and that, therefore^ he fhould 
give his Vote for its being tried.. ' , 

The R— t H-ble B— B— , a C -. 

As i ka!(Ye had the Honoue cff ferving hj& 
Majefty at the Commd^fficmecs Board many 
Years,. I thkik it » Duty incumbsnt upon me 
Xff give my Opinio*, with Refpedr taa Mea** 
fiire that muft eflbntially afFed a very confi- 
derable Part of the Revenue i* ai&d,,I muft 
take the Liberty to fay, that, if fuch a Reib- 
tion, as is now propofed, fhould pafs into a 
Law, very littlecaii be^expedlcd^ from the- Ex- 
cife on Beer. It has been faid that ftrong 

Beer 
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Beer, and fmall Beer, are diflinguiflaed wilhoM 
Difficatty, and that it will be ftill more edfy 
to diftmgukh Poirt^, from Beer of a different 
Denominalbn, but I cannot concur in either 
of thefe Opinions. There are, at this very 
Time, n>any Litigations^ depending betvreen 
the Brewers and Gaugers, with Refpedl to 
flrong fieer and irAati, as^ ful^d to different^ 
Duties, and if a third Species (bould be intro*' 
duced, fubjed to no Duty at all, the Perpfeari-- 
ty and Mifchief will be greatly increafed. I 
have rayfclf been very often puzzled when 
fmall Beer and Ale have been brought to thc^ 
Board, to diftbguifb betweem them ; and a8^ 
it is univcrfaUy agreed, that Porter is not fit ta 
drmk till it is a Year old, and, consequently, 
feidbm tafted till then, it will be alnx>ft itn- 
poffiWe to diftinguifh it when it is in a'Sftite 
of Wort, or when firft put up, in which State 
it muft be exammcd by the Officer, from o- 
ther Liquors, and the Temptation to brew s 
Liquor fub)e<St to no^Duty wtH be fo great, 
that although but one Perfon in this King- 
dom is fuppofed to know the Secret, yet every 
Brewer will pretend to it, and a fpurious and 
unwholefome Liquor will be obtruded upon 
the Ptiblic, bittercd with Aloes and Coloquin- 
tida, to the equal Injury of the King's Reve- 
nue, 
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Due, and the Health of the People. For 
thefe Reafons^ and tfecaufe I Jbnow that every 
Complication in the.Excife^.and ey^ry Vark* 
tion in colleding ,t|>e Duty^icf a great Hard- 
(hipj-as well to the Trader asthe Officer^ apd 
opens a wide Door, to Fraud a?d Perjury^ I 
fhall be againft;the Refolution, except I 
iOiould fe^ Rea^n to, alter my Of^inion^ froin 
what may hereaftcfr. be faid In itf Behalf,* by 
thofe who have madp it the particiriar Objeft of 
their Attention* At jirefent I think the Refo^ 
lution would be precipitate and premature, a? 
no Materials have been produced |to the Houfe 
from which a Judgment nxay befprmed : I 
£bould therefore advife to defer the Matter till 
the next Seffions j however, as I believe Mr 
^kwaits^ in whofe Behalf the Motion is 
principally made, to be a very wpfthy honefl 
Man, and to have the Secret of making genu«- 
ine Porter, I fhall be very ready to give him 
any Encouragement in my Power y and^ if 
the Law propofed is extended only to him, 1

I am extremely furprissed that any Gentle* 
man cpqld imagine it poiiible for us to adopt 

in 
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in a Moment's Time, a Propofition io extras 
ordinary, or xonfcnt to try an Experiment 
svbicji may fo cffentially iryure one of the moft 
confiderabte Branches of the Revenue, with- 
.out having a iingie Material laid before us^ 
from which a Judgment might be formed. 
The Meafure feems, indeed, to have been cal- 
culated jentircly for the Benefit of a private 
Pcrfon, one Mr ^hwaiteSy whatever may have 
been faid about its pub)ic Utility. Mr 
Thwaites^ hov^ever, is univerfally allov^red to 
be thefole Pofleflbr of a Secret, which, with- 
out, fo extraordinary a Meafure, will prdbably 
-produce him very^reat pecuniary Advantages. 
If he can make as good Porter as is imported 
from Elngland, I apprel>cnd he will have the 
Preference, for, though Porter imported from 
England, pays 3 s. sjtnd 6d. a Barrel lefs Duty 
than Porter brewed here will be liable to pay, 
yet, it cannot be fuppofed to come cheaper to 
the Confiinvsr, as Freight and incidental Char- 
ges muft be at leaft equivalent to that Sum, 
fuppofing the Prime Coft in England to be 
as low as it might be fold for here, exclufive 
of the Duty, which, confidering the different 
Price of Labour and Provifions, I think cannot 
be the Cafe. How Mr "fhwaites came to be 
Aich a Favourite I cgnnot conceive, muchlefs 

can 
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can I conceive how it could enter ixtto any 
Perfon's Head to propofe the making a Law 
of which he alone is to be the Object ; but, 
as r ^m fully convinced that it would be 
ihighly improper to make die Experinieort: 
propofed, whether with Refpcd to Mr 
Tbwaites, or the City of Dublin, or the King- 
dom in general, without having much better 
Information than any now before U8, I ii^l 
give my Voice againft it. 

A Member then faid, that^ as Gentlemen 
feemed to be againft a general Exemption of 
Porter from Duty, he prop©fed an Amend- 
ment to the Refolution, that the Porter 
brewed ih Dublin only fliould be exempted.

Murmuring and Complaint never 
excite Generofity, or difpofe to Kindnefs 5 
and^ oh the prefent Occafibni may produce 
very difagreeable Gonfequences, as I think^ 
upon Bnqtiiryi thiey will appear to be ill 
founded^ and to be fubfeqilent to^ Meafure/ 
gracioufly takenj with a View to- preclude 
them ; beirig then of Opinion, that this Ad- 
drefs i^ improper, and^ having afligned thd 
Reafons of this Opinioni I (hall givt my 
Vote againft it.

However unexperienced 1 might be in Par* 
liamentary Rules, I could not be fo deficient, 
in general Knowledge, as to infinuate that the 
Majority was wrong in their Determination, 
for there ought certainly to be a public Defe^ 
rence to their Opinion, and a public Acqui- 
efcence in what they do ; yet the Minority, 
and thePublit, have certainly a Right to think 
for themfelves, and every Individual, in his 
private Capacity, has, by the fundamental 
Laws of this Country, a Right of private Judg- 
ment, with RefpeA even to Religion, which 
has Objedls ftill more important than public 
Liberty, and national Jndependance ; and 
whatever the Majority may have detetmin'ed

Friends, without Doors, a filent and implicit 
Acquiefcence in the Grievance, v;rhich is 
univcrfally allowed tp accrue from Penfions, 
is a Proftitution of our Charadler, and a Breach 
of our Truft j an Injury to the Public, a Dif-? 
honour to the King, and a Difadvantage to 
Great-Britain. In tWs Opinion I am con- 
fcious that I differ from many Gentlemen io 
this Houfc, who have taken the other Side of 
the Queftion, but, I believe, I (ball not dif- 
pleafe them by deplaring^ that I moft fincer/ely 
poncur yfxth them in thinking th^ no Addrefe 
ftiould be preftnted to his Majefty, in confe-? 
quence of the Letter that has been fo often 
mentioned, for, in the Capacity in which a-? 
}one we can Addrefs his Majefty, we ought 
jiotto befuppofed to know that there is fuch 
a Letter cxifting.

fain, 
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tfiny who are morp tenacious of their Rights^ 
and have more Power to defend them than 
any other Body of Men, are not always, to be 
trailed. To one Proof of this I w:a8 an Eye 
and Ear Witnefs ; Mr P— , a Perfon who 
is, perhaps, without equal, either in this, or in 
any other Age, for Firmnefs of Mind, Steadi* 
neis of Qondudl, and both perfonal and politic 
cal Courage, declared, in the Hpufe of Com- 
mons in England^ that a certain Promife had 
been made by the Crown, about three Months 
before, which was then about to be broken;

THERE was a Bill paffed in the iaft 
Seflion of Parliameot^ without a Di« 
vifion, for impowcring P^j^^i to lend Mo* 
ney on the Mortgages of real Eftates ; this 
Bill, though for what Reafon I know not, 
was loft in England^ yet, I think, its pafling 
into a Law would have been of great Advan- 
tage to this Kingdom. At prefent Papifts 
can take only perfonal Security, for the Mo. 
ney they lend, which is certainly a great 
hardlhip upon them, and, I fhall endeavour 
to (hew that it is alfo a great Difadvantage to 
the Public. As the Public is nothing mord 
than an Aggregate of Individuals, the Suffer- 
ing of an Individual, is a Difadvantage to the 
Public in the Proportion which that Indivi- 
dual bears to the whole, fuppofing the Suf- 
fering of the Individual to terminate entirely 
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in himfelf 5 now Papijis making one Part^ 
and a very confiderabte Part too, of thiaf 
Community, it is certain that the Comma*' 
nity-muft fuffer ^ih them, fiippofing theif 
peculiar Difadvantages to tSt&. only them- 
felves ; but, in this Cafe, their Difad vantage 
afFed:s other *Parts of the Community ; if 
the Papijiis prohibited from lending, upon 
fuch Security as is thought a ftffeticnt In- 
Aeirarificatioh^ which^ with RfefpSdl to matt 
peifonal Security, in fuch a Country as diis^ 
caMot be the Caf^, it is certain, that the 
fid^teftant iis cdntinudlyreftraiiicd from bor- 
rowing, and yet borrowing and landing, are 
tniftual Advantages. It may,.p6fhaps, be re- 
plied, that thbugh the Difadvantages under 
which rfie Papijts are laid, by whaft are called 
Papery Laws, arc, indeed, Difedvantages to 
the Public, yefcthe Difadvantages to the Pub- 
He would be greater if the Papifi was eArmt* 
ted to all the Privileges and Immunities of 
Proteftants ; that we have, it this Cale, the 
Power only of chufing the leaft of two Evils, 
the different Religious Opinions of the Inha- 
bitants of this Country making a certain 
4egree of Evil inevitable. But, in Anfwerto 
this, I mufl Qbferve, that, with Religious O- 
.pinions, any farther than they include politi- 
cal 
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cal Principles, aflfeding Civil Govcfnment, 
we have nothing to do. As Proteftants oiir 
Religion is founded upon the Right of pri- 
vate Judgment. We renounce (he Infallibi- 
lity of the Pope, and it wOiilB be abfiTrd, in- 
deed, to fetup, irifteadbfit, an Infallibilty 6i 
Ithe^ State 5 we riiuft, upon our own Princi- 
ples, admit that the Opinions of thofe who 
differ from us may poffibty ^e true ; and O- 
pinions that may poffibty be true We havb 
certainly no ri^ht io punith ; We may, in- 
deed, and weought tokeep the Power of 
hurting us out of the Hands of thtffc whofc 
Principles would lead them to exert it; but, I 
think the Pdpift a much more formidable 
Enehny, as an Inmate, in fhc PoiTeffion of our 
ready Money, than in the T^leffibn of a 
Mortgage Deed. Money is always Power, 
and that Money which is placed out in Pro- 
tcftarit Hands, upon a Mortgage, isPo^er in 
favour of the State; the fkine Mdney, in the 
Hands of tlie Papift uril6ht, fiippofing the 
Papift to be an Enemy t6 the Si'ite, is iPowcr 
againft it. Befid'es, Sir, Money is riot a local, 
but atranfitory Property; a Papift, poflcfTed 
only of Money, has no local Iritereft in the 
Country, but a Papift Mortgagee has ; he will 
be engaged to fupport the Government in 

point 
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point of Intcreft ; biS Security for his Money 
13 gaod,whilc the Government' fubfifts, and in 
the Convulfion that always atten:ds the Sub- 
verfion of ^Qovernment ii wUl at leaft be- 
come doubtful ; befides the greater the Ad vanr^ 
- tages that the Papifts receive under the pre- 
fent ConftitutJQn^ the more they muit defire 
its continuance, and, I w^ill. venture to fay,; 
that if the Papifts were to be admitted to all 
the Privileges of. Proteftartt Subjeds, there 
would fcarce. be a prafticail Jacobite among 
them, whatever there might be in Theory. 
1 fliould, therefore, be glad that the. BiU 
ihould have another Trials and (hall there^ 
fore move /pr leave to bring in Heads of a 
Bill, to impower iPapifts to lend Money ovk 
the Mortgage of Land, aiid to fue for the 
fame, 

Mr ST— Le-B^, faid, that he thought 
the Bill propofedi would 'eventually make 
Papifts Proprietors of great Part of the J^and- 
ed Intereft of the Kingdom, which would 
certainly e3?tend their Influence^ and that it 
was dangerous trufting to the Ufe they would 
make of it, upon a Suppofition that their In- 
tereft would get the better of their Principles. 
That the A£t mentioned to have pafled th^ 
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lad Seflions^ did not pafs without a Diviiion, 
there being a Majority of no more thjin twelvq 
in it& favour, and that it would ^not have 
pjijSed at all, if it had not beep for fome art^ 
fill Management, it being brought in the 
very lafl Day of Seflions, when no more than 
62 Members were prefent. He, therefore, 
begged that the honourable Gentlem^ would 
poftpone his Motion till Monday^ ap the Hou£b 
was4iow thin, and as Gentleman would then 
have Time to confider the Subje(9:, which 
was of very great Importance.

I mentioned 
thefe Particulars^ ^itj that Gentlemen might 
think it worth while to attend on the Day 
appointed ^ but the Queftioii was deferred 
on that Day, becaufe a Right Honourable 
Member, who had declared his Intention to 
fupport the Rights oftbe Pod-Office, againft 
what I imagine to be the Privileges of the 
Houfe, was not prefent. I am informed that 
this Gentleman is now out of Town, and, 
N n that 
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that he will not be in Town till Tkurjday ; 
I, therefore, beg leave to appoint Friday next 
for the Difcuffion of this Subje6t, and move, 
that the Perfon whofe Bufincfs it is to charge 
Letters at the Poft-Office, be 6rdered to at- 
tend* 

" Ordered^ That the Officer, or Officers, 
*' who charge the Poftage on Letters, In Dub^ 
** fin, do attend this Houfenqxt Fl^id^^ morn- 
•*ing/' 

Mr J^-^ then proceeded as follows : 

I muft alfo take this OpportUfrity^ ta fay,

Ordered, That leave be given to bring in 
Heads of a Bill for the better Regulation of 
the Butter Trade, and to prevent Frauds, arid 
Abufes, in the makirtg'of Butter-Cafks ; and 
that Mr F— , Mr L— O'B— , and Dr Z— , 
do prepare and bring in the fame* 

Mr tT-^ D — faid, that he cdnfidered the 
Country to be in fuch Danger from its Debts, 
Incumbrances, and' the late Vote of Credit, 
as muft alarm every Body, and that he was 
very folicitous to do all in his Power, tfiat 
might keep off the evil Day of a Land^Tai*; 
as long as^ poffible, that with this Vifew he 
begged leave to movej that 

*• Nb Money be granted for the making 
** of flew Canals, or rcndcritig Rivers Navi- 
^ gable, or for improving Harbours, or Quay$^ 
** at the Public Expence of this Kingdom; 
** and that no Money be granted on Petition, 
" or by Addrefs, for any new Work, or Ma- 
" nufafturc, till this Nation is free of Debt." 

N n 2 Mr 
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Mr J— G--y the S. G. faid, that there 
was a Work, for which 5000 /. had been 
already granted, and for which a further Aid 
would be liecefFary, that he hoped would be 
excepted out of this Refolution : This Work 
he faid, was the building proper Offices for 
keeping the Records of the Kingdom, which 
were now kept in the Inn's Quay, a Place 
in the higheft Degree improper, being in per- 
petual Danger from Wind, Water, and Fire ; 
the Bpilding, ^he faid, was fo crazy, that it 
was liable to be. blown down by every rude 
Gale that blew, and, being pervious to the 
Rain, was fo damp, that the Remains of it 
weie rotting away,- and the Records in danger 
of being obliterated, and deftroyed ; that to 
prevent the EfFeds of. the Damp, great Fires 
were conftantly kept, which expofed it 
to Danger of another Kind equally to be 
dreaded ; that upon . the Records • kept 
in this. Place, the .whole Property of the 
Kingdom, depended: ; and, therefore, he hop- 
ed no Refolution of the Houfe would be 
taken, that (hould bar the providing for them 
.a Place of greater Security. 

Mr jD— replied, that he could have no

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Objedion to a Work, which was already 
voted to be neceffary, and which was incon- 
teftibly of the greateft Importance ^ and that 
he meant only to difcourage Applications to 
Parliament, for Money to be laid out in new 
Works, Enquiries concerning which inter- 
rupted the Bufinefs of the Seffion, and divert- 
ed the Attention of Parliament, from Na- 
tional Concerns ; to lay out Money on Pro- 
jects of this Kind was, he faid, confidering the 
State of the Nation, like a Man's running 
in Debt to adorn his Grounds with Ser- 
pentine Rivers, and Gravel- Walks, which, 
before they were finiflied, would oblige him 
to fell his Eftate to fatisfy his Creditors. 

Mr E — S — P — faid, that however 
Gentlem^p might be inclined to the Praftice. 
of a fevere Occonomy, he was perfuaded that 
no general Refolution of the Kind propofed, 
would be thought binding to the Houfe. 

The R— t H— ble Mr F-. A^ faid, that 
though he was fo ill with a Cold, as fcarce 
to be able to fpeak, yet he could not help 
giving his Opinion againft any fuch general! 
Refolution, as had been propofed, as there 
could be no colour of Reafon^ why Gentle- 
N n 3 men 
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men fliould tie themfelvcs up from giviftg 
fuch Afliftance as might afterwards appear 
ncceflary, to Undertakings that might jwo* 
duce Advantages for the Money laid out, in 
the Proportion of Ten to One j which was by 
no Means an improbable Cafe, in a Country 
the moll capable of Improvement in tbc 
known World. That when any fuch Pro- 
pofai (hould be made, Gentlemen ought tp 
be at leaft free to confider it j that they would , 
be as able to judge of the State of the King- 
dom, and to determine whether it would be 
expedient to grant Money for Improvements^ 
then, as they were now ; that if the Grant of 
Money appeared to be improper, no Money 
would be granted, and that if it appeared 
proper to grant Money, it was very fit they

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Motion, h€ iaid, implied that the Houfe had 
a Propenfityto run the Nation in Debt, by 
Schemes of unneceflary Expence, and placed 
it in the odious and ridiculous Light of a 
lofing and infatuated Gapaeftcr, who, in a 
fit of Remorfe, hoped to fortify a Refolution 
he ivAS confcious he (hould not keep,, by 
Oaths and Imprecations never to play again. 

The Queftion being put, it pafled in tke 
Negative without a Divifion. 

IVfr Ce^, and Mr Fitz.G—, were heard 
IB A Cottimittee, as Council for one Margaret 
Brown J a Creditor of the Eftate of Willcacks 
and Dawfon^ Bankrupts, againft a Bill for 
transferring the whole Remainder of their 
Eftate and Effedls, from the Affignees under 
the Commiftion, to Mr Thomas Bircb^ Mer- 
chant, for his own Ufe, upon Condition, that 
he fliottld immediately pay a Dividend to the 
Creditors, of 2 J. td. in the. Pound, which, 
with former Dividends, amounting to 1 5J. 4^. 
in the Pound, would make i8j. in the 
Pound, and leave but 2 s. of their Debt un- 
paid, which might well be fuppofed to have 
been fpent in A<as of Parliament, Law- 
N n 4 Suits, 
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Suits, and oth^r Proceedings under the Com* 
miflibn, 

It appeared in the Courfe of the Pleadings, 
that Notice had beeii given of an Application 
for this Bill, in the Public Papers ; and that 
all the Creditors under the Bankruptcy, came 
readily into it, as an advantageous Propofal, 
except this Mrs Brown j and among other 
Arfons that were examined on the Occafion 
was Mr Wolfe^ the principal Aflignee, under 
Willcock^s and Dawfon's Commiffion, by 
whofe Ability, Integrity, and particular At- 
tention, an A6t of Parliament was procured^ 
under which all the Debts of one Fade^ who 
was concerned in the Bank, and died before 
the Commiffion iffued, were paid without 
Dedu(3:ion ; this Gentleman gave it as his 
Opinion, that Mr Bircb*s Propofal would be 
for the Advantage of the Creditors, and the 
Bill, therefore, was favourably reported by 
the Committee.

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that RefblutioDS to do all are better broken 
than kept ; but this Refolution is not, certainly^ 
of that Kind, as it was formed upon a tho* 
rough Knowledge, and lively Scnfe, of the 
difadvantagcous Situation of this Kingdom, 
with Refpcft to the Debts with which it i8 
encumbered, and the heavy Eftabli(hments 
that it bear^ ; as well as upon a Convid:ioa 
that the Grant of Money, in this Manner, 
wa« eventually layijig a Tax upon the Sub- 
ject in an unconftitutionat Manner, as the 
Confcnt of one Part of the Legiflature was 
wanting. He Added, that, granting Money 
by Addrefs, was a Precedent that might be

I remember, that in the Year 1759, it was 
the unanimous Opinion of this Houfe, that 
nothing could be of greater Utility to the Na- 
tion than public Graneries, as it appeared that 
a Dearth, very near approaching to a Famine, 
conftantly happened in this Country in the 
Revolution of about fix or feven Years, either 
from the Nature of the Climate, or from the 
imperfed State of Agriculture ; and nothing 
prevented the Eftablifhment of public Grane- 
ries, as well for the Relief of the poor in thefe 
Years of natural Scarcity, as at Seafons when 
an artificial Scarcity was pi^oduced by an ini- 
quitous Monopoly of Grain ; but a proper Plan 
for the Conftrudlion of the Buildings being 
wanting, and, above all, the Regulations under 
which the Grain was to be bought in and fold 
out, appearing to be of fo nice and compli- 
cated a Nature, Gentlemen were deterred 
from making the Atteilipt, as well by the La- 
bour and Difficulty of the Undertaking, as by 
Defpair of Succefs : It therefore feems flrange 

now 
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now a liberal and public-fpirited Noble- 
man has, at his own private and very conlide- 
rable Expcnce, tuilt a Granery, which is uni- 
^erfally allowed to be perfe<fHy adapted to an- 
fwer the Purpofcs intended, now he has ap- 
propriated the tJfe of it entirely to the Pub-* 
lie, arid undertaken the 'Care arid Manage- 
ment of it, at a very confiderabic further Ex- 
pepce of Time arid Money, that we fliould 
not' be williog ta aflift him with, fo trifling an. 
Aid as the Loan of 3000 /• for eight Years, 
upon Security then to repay it, in Order to 
determine the Succefe of the Experiment. I 
pprfedlly agree with the worthy Member who 
fpoke laft, that Money (hould not be granted 
for private Purpofes, becaufe we have made a 
Refolution to the contrary ; but I cannot 
think that thpugh this may. be faid to be a 
private Undertaking, that it is an Undertaking 
for a private Purpofe,fo that though it comes 
within the Letter of the Refolution, it does 
not come withirr the Spirit of it, I alfo agree 
with him, that this Method of granting Mo- 
ney, without the Concurrence of all Parts of 
the Legiflalure, is juftly liable to Objedions, 
yet that in this Cafe, io particularly circum- 
ftanced, the Qbjeflions may well be over- 
ruled.

X>i3k it ' Befides, if an Indulgence of this-K ind 
fliould berfliewn to that County, it might

The Confciouf- 
nefs of doing right is that Reward which 
Virtue beftowsTupoh itfclf,^ iand that Reward^ 
Integrity and Perfeverance may fecure ; let 
the Current, therefore,- run ever fo ftrongly 
againfl me, I am determined to ftrive againft 
it to the laft, and though I may not be 
aUe to ilop^ or to turn its Courfe, my Refif* 
tanice will, at leaft^ prevent my being carried 
away before it. I have, however, greater 
Reafon to hope for Succefs in my prefent 
Propofal, than in .apy that I have yet made, 
for it is a Propofal to do what his Majefty 
has, in the moft gracious and emphatical 
Manner, recommended to be. done, in his 
Speech from the Throne, the Practice of Oe- 
conomy, and the Reduction of our Debt. 
The Words of the Speech are thefc " The 
•* 'Situation of Public Affairs will permit a 
" very cdnfiderable Diminution of the Public 
" l^xpence ; and I am only to thank you for 
" your paft Efforts, without again having 
" Recourfe to* the experienced Liberality of 
" Parliament ^ l have nothing to afk but a 
'* Continuance pf the Supplies, for the Sup- 
" port of the Ordinary Eftabliflunent, which

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•* it is bopedj will not exceed the Produce 
" of the ordinary Revenue, and I recommend 
** to you a proper Attention, to the Redu&ion 
^' of the Public Debtr I am forry there 
(hould be any Occafion to enforce an Ad^ 
drefs, with which it is fd manifeftiy, both 
our Intereft and our Duty to comply, yet 
certain it is> that we have fo far negle&ed ir^ 
that a Condudt directly oppofite to that here 
recommended, has already ibrought us to the 
Verge of Ruin^ and^ if continued, will plnngd 
us to the Bottom^ That I may not. appear 
to create Evils which I do not find, I ^hall re* 
prefent the prefent Situation of this Country 
by a Series of Fads, too notorious not to be 
believed, and too formidable not to be feared \ 
by which it will appear that we have tamely 
and filently acquiefced in the Violation of 
thefe Aflurances, and totally negkded this 
Advice. We have been fo far from being 
relieved from the Burthen of Taxes, which, 
when they were indifpenfibly neceilary, wc 
were little able to bear, that an unexpected 
Requifition of Supplies, has been made, with 
a long Train of Penfions, which exceed the 
Expence of all other Branches of the Civil 
Eftabliftxment, by above Forty Two Thoufand

dred' and Fourteen Thoufand, Two Hundred 
and Forty Eight Pounds, Nine Shillings and 
Nine Pence, which Deficiency beingadded to 
the National Debt, mud leave this King- 
dom, at the next Meeting of Parliament, near 
One Millbn in Debt, That the higheft E- 
ftabli(hments we ever had in Time of Peace 
in this Kingdom, were thofe in the two Years 
ending in March 1755, and . yet the prefent 
Eftabliibnaents exceed them in the Sum of 
Two Hundred and Eighty Three Thoufand 
and Twpnfy Eight Pounds, Nine Shillings, 
ajid Nine PeQce, That during the late ex-^ 
penfivc W^^ the Eftablilhments amounted^ at 
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a Medium, only to the Suni of One Million, 
One Hulldred. and Twenty Five Thoufand, 
Seven Hundred and Ninety Pounds, for 
two Years ; fo that the prefent Eftabli(h« 
ments> in the Time of Peace, exceed the Ef- 
tablifhments, in the laft War, in the Sum o^ 
Ninety Seven Thoufand, Five Hundred and 
Twenty Two Pounds, Nine Shillings, and 
Nine Pence. That we have already contradl* 
ed a new Debt of One Hundred Thoufand 
Pounds, though we expected to havedifcharg- 
ed Part of the Old. That the Imports, Ex- 
ports, and Home Confumption of this Kingdom 
are already taxed, to the utmoft they can bear. 
That any Addition to thefe Taxes, inftead of 
increafing, muft leffen the Revenue. That No- 
thing now remains to be taxed but our Lands, 
which are already loaded with Quit- Rents, 
Crown- Rents, Compofition Rents, and Hearth 
Money. That if the prefent Eftabliflimenu 
are to be continued, the Debt of the Nation 
muft conftantly increafe, and in the End 
prove the utter Ruin of the Kingdom. That 
ftich is the true, but melancholy State of this 
Country, which nothing but his Majefty's 
moft gracious Declarations, fignified to us by 
his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, could 
have given us Confidence to have laid before 

him 
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hitu, a^d v^hich we do^ thai his M^jefty may 
j^udgc hdvr far his tnoft benevolei>('It)teQtkms» 
have been pur&ed. That, wc prefume not M 
point out any particular Method of Redro&} 
fully perfuaded as we are, that when his Ma-* 
jefty (hall have been thus fully informed of 
our real Circumftances, his Wifdom, Jbts 
Juftice, his Humanity, will not permit the 
utter Ruin of a Dutiful, a Loyal, an Afiec- 
tionate People/'

His Influence is irrefiftible, for 
what elfe could have betrayed this Houfe int9 
Laughter, while they were liftening to the 
dreadful Truths that are contained in hjs Ad« 
drefe ? The Fafcination does, indeed, work 
fo ftrongly upon me, that I can fcarce believe 
the Addrefs itfclf to be ferious. The more t 
confider it, the inpre it appears to be a Jeft ; 
for how can we fu^ppofc him ferioufly to pro* 
pofe a Meafure ttotally inconfiftent with the 
Rules of Parliam^ Q(tj and dii^edly oppoiite to 
the whole Tepor . of our proceedings ? We 
haye concurred in a Civil and Military Eft^b'- 
lifhment, by granting Supplies for their Sup- 
port : We concurred in them coolly and dc* 
liberately^ afber niacb .Debate, in which the 
St^ of the CouiUry was fufficieijftly canvaf- 
fed, and, with the Sanftion of a very large 
Majorky 5 a^d can any;M4tl ferioufly propofe 
that we: fbould declarej in a formal Addrefs 
. i to 
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'to his Majefty, that, after all this Confidcrati- 
on and Debate, we determined upon* the 
Ruin of our Country? What Reafon, or 
what Colour of Reafon is there for us thus to 
charge ourfelves at once with Guilt and Folly, 
with betraying both our Traft and our Intc- 
reft, and to befeech his Majefty to find out 
fome Method of counteradliug all that wc 
have been doing ? Is this adting like the 
great Council of the Nation, appointed to di- 
redl its Conduft, and watch over hs Interefts? 
And if wc thus bring Difgrace upon ourfelves, 
can we think that his Majefty will fuffer his 
own Meafufes to be contaminated by our Fol- 
ly? Will he difapprovc an Eftablifliment 
which was fettled by his Miniftcrs, approved 
by himfclf, and, afterwards, confirmed by 
Parliament ?

There was £:Hnething ridiculous in the Ideot's 
cutting off liie Man's Head^ wrhom ht .faw 
Sleeping, that be might enjoy the .ConfuiixTd 
lie fiibppofed he would be in when he &ould 
uwake and mifs it, but to the unhappy Snf^ 
ferer it was certainly no Jeft ; and .even the 
By-Stander that could have Jaughed upon the 
Occafion, would, I beiieve, h^ye.got no Cre- 
dit by his Mirth.

fenfible to them» for, in either Cafe, there can 
be no Hope of their concurring in any Mea* 
fare to remove them, or making any Prepara^ 
tion to fuftain them, fuppofing them to be 
inevitable. If the Affairs of the Public are in 
a better State than is apprehended, our Ap^ 
prehenfions can do us no Harm % but, if they 
are in a worfe State, the Miftake may be fatal.

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PropofalS) and a Confidence in his Profeflions. 
Uniformity of Conduct is a Proof of Integrity, 
^nd th«-c is no Reafon to fufpciS him of pro- 
flituting his Parts to private Purpofes, under 
the fpedous Appearance of Patriotifm and 
Public-Spirit, who ftcadily oppofes the dc- 
ftrudivc Prc^dls of Jobbers, and the Friends 
of Jobbers, whether they affedt in general to 
fhew their Oratory for the Court, or againft it. 
Mere Oppofition to Government is^ furely, of 
itfclf, no Proof of Public-Spirit j though it i& 
the only Proof that fomc Pretenders to Pub- 
lic^5pirit have given to fupport their Qaim, 
and, I am forry to fay, it has been too readily 
and too genersdly admitted* There is a Kind 
of native Pride in Man, which is gratified by 
oppofing Power, without coniidering how it is 
exerted, and which is ever ready to infer the 
Abufc from the nacre Poifeffion of it. De- 
figniog Men, therefore, have always endea- 
voured to recommend themfelves to popular 
Aflemblies by this Artifice, and by ^ Millefs 
and talkative Officioufnefs, iota^ have wring* 
led themfelves to the Head of a Party, and af^ 
felled to take the-Iiead againft Encroach- 
ments upon Public Property, attemfi^d by o- 
thers, only that they might encroach upon 
Public Property themfelves ; and have done

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the dirty Work of a petty Cabal, at the Ei-* 
pence of ji^be Nation, while they imde thd 
Caufe of the Nation a Pretence for ck>ggiDg 
the Wheels of Govcrftojent, and embarrafling 
the Adminiftration. Tooppofc the/Mcafurcs 
of thofe who are appointed to adminifter Go- 
vernment/ is laudable Only itt Proportion a« 
thofe MeafureS are calculated rather for the 
Advantage of the few than the many, and 
fhofe are the worft Eneiinies to their Gotxntary 
who facrifice her Intefeft to the ihoft imdon- 
fiderable Part^ without^lb much as. the Colour 
of legal Authority, either Aiprenm^or dctega-^ 
ted* They are mifchicvous, whether their 
Difgtiife {bcceeds,. or is detedled ; if it rtic*^ 
cceds, they frequently foment caufekfs Fadaon 
and Difcontent, and enrich themfelve^ and 
their Junto, by the Abufe of the Power which 
they acquire from fo infemous a Pradicc : If 
they are deteded, an Oppofition to. Coort 
Meafurcs, when tiiey happen to be pernici- 
ous, 18 with too much Phufibility imputed to 
the fani€ Principles, by thofe who adopt the 
Meafures of a Court bittrely becaufe they 
have Connexions with it. % this Mfcahs the 
Views and the Friends of the true Patriot are 
discredited and defeated ; and a corrupt Mini* 
fter is able to fet Oppofition at Pefiance, in 

conr 
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confequence of his having been oppofed by 
Men of corrupt Principles. It is, however, 
iit that thefe mock Patriots ihould be deteftcd, 
and if we were to watch the Conduft of Pre- 
tenders to Public Spirit, with a fixed and pe- 
netrating Eye, we (hould detedt them Time 
enough to prevent the Mifchief both of their 
Pra&ice and their Example. If we fee a Man 
one Day zealoufly propofing a Refolution of 
this Houfe, and the next clamoroufly urging 
•that fuch Refolution ought not to be kept y ,

Which this Part of the Brttijh Dominion can 
teap no Advantage adequate to the Coft j for 
lioAcquifition of foreign Territory can attone

«fpcciaJHy as the mif-judging Jealoufy of a 
Sifter Nadon j precludes tis from many com- 
trifeii:ial Beilefits, which wc might other wife 
fhare with her- we have bkd to fertilize

1 believe it is unneceflary for me to declare 
that there is no Perfon in this Houfe who 
has a ftronger Attachment to his Majeftjr's 
Perfon and Government dian myfelf, or is 
more willing to take every proper Opportu- 
nity of expreffing it in the ftrongeft and moft 
explicit Terms ; I fliall, therefore, take the 
Liberty to fay, without Scruple or Apology, 
that I am againft the Addrefs now propofed. 
It is, in the firft Place, I think, altogether un- 
neceflary, and, in the next Place^by no Means 
calculated to anfwer the good Purpofes, which, 
I am fure, the noble Lord who propofed it 
had in his View. As to the deteftable and 
and traiterous Libels which have been fo in- 
duftrioufly propagated, and difperfed in Eng- 
land^ they have already met with the Fate

led up. by thofe who wished .only to hide ati 
Inability to whii^ they them&lves werecoo<« 
fcioqs, aiid toxodtinuel a PGwertwhich th^ 
could not dclcrve ; That the Addrefs, if pro* 
per in itfel^ is. now illrtiimedj} /betaufe, bav* 
ingbeen]iegle<^diiitfaei'tq> it Ought/ for that 
Roafon, to be mik&cd Ml 1 Siich vt the 

; . -:.; Ob- 
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Objedlions againft the Addrcfs now propofed, 
and, though I think a mere Recapitulation 
iufficicntly ftiew$ their Futihty, yet I fliall 
endeavour to give a particular Aniwcr to each. 
That wc arc concerned in the Libels which 
♦' infulthisMajcfty'sfacrcdPcrfonand Autho* 
♦* rity, and violate every Rule of Decency, 
•* Order and Government/' is as manifeft as 
that wc are Part of his Majefty's Dominions \ 
for whoTe Sake ought his Perfon and Autho- 
rity to be kept facred, and his Government 
inviolate, if not for ours, who are under the 
Protection of that Authority, and the Guid« 
ance of that Government ? Have we no Con* 
cern in the general Security and Profperity of 
his Majefty's Kingdoms, becaufe we are not 
immediately under his Eye, or Candidates for 
bis perfonal Favour ? I have heard of a Man 
who, in a Storm at Sea> when every Body elfc 
were exerting themfelves to the utmoft tofave 
the Veflel, fat, with great Compofure, in a 
Nook, where he could keep himfelf iteadyi 
and being reproached with his Unconcern, 
and told that the Ship was in extreme Dan« 
ger, replied, with a.Smilo, and a iignificant 
Shake of the Head> ^^ Aye, but I am only a 
^'Paflcnger/^ I conlefs, Slir, I never coQfidered 
thisPprfonas a Pattern, either for his Bene- 

vo* 
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vdlejrtce or his Wifdom, much lefs did I ima- 
gine he would hkve been thought worthy of 
Imitation in thisHoufc : Yet thofe moft ex-^ 
z&{y adopt his iPrinciples, and imitate his 
Conduft, who advife us to take no Notice of 
the Enormities that have been committed, by 
a feditious and traitierous Fadion, againft the 
Governnicnt undier which we enjoy the Be- 
nefits of Civil Society, becaufe they happen 
to be Committed in another Part of his Ma* 
jefty*s Dominions. What lighifies where a 
Hotife begins to burn , to him that has any 
Thing valuable under its Roof ? whether the 
Mifchief took rife in his own Apartment, or 
another, it is equally his Intereft to oppofe it. 
To purfuethe All^ory 5 would it not be rU 
diculous to fuppofe thiat a Man woul^ refufe 
to move his Goods, when he heard the Fire 
fnapping in the next Room, becaufe he had 
not Notice, in Writing, that the Houfe was 
on Fire ? and is it not equally ridiculous in us 
to refufe to t^ke proper Notice of a Faft fo 
notorious and perrticious as the Publication of 
the Libels in Queftion, becaufe it has not 
been communicated to us in Form ? Thofe 
who pretend we are ignorant of this Faft, 
forget that it has been taken Notice of by the 
Houfe of Commons in England^ which, a- 

lone 
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lone, tvou'ld render it both certain and noto- 
riousi fuppoiing the Libels themfelves never 
to have had a fingle Reader on this Side of the 
Water. The Mention of theljb Libels, there- 
fore, in the Addrefs, is proper in itfelf, and is 
hot unncceflarily introduced for the Sake of 
what follows, which muft next be confider- 
ed. " The Peace, we are told, is the worfi: 
that ever was made :" Now^ though I might 
immediately proceed to (hew haw the Peace 
was made, and ,fairly infer that it was a good 
one, by proving that it was thought to be ^^ 
by a very great Majority of that numerous 
and auguft Aflembly, who could beft judge 
of its Merits, yet I will confider the general 
Aflertion feparately, and, I think, Sir, the 
Peace will appear to be a good Peace, as well 
by what we rclinquiflied, as by what we kept. 
We relinquifhed only what we could not keep, 
without dcftroying that general Ballance of 
power, which it is the Intereft of all the Pow- 
ers of Europe to maintain, and what, if we 
had kept, would have united all the Powers 
of Europe againft us ; a Union, which would 
foon have involved us again in all the Diftret- 
fes of War, without a Poffibility of Advantage j 
for the Strength of our Opponentb, exerted in 
a common Caufe, muft, at Lengthy have 
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compelled us to admit the Tennis of a Con- 
qucroTj inftead of impofing our own^ To 
ihew what we have kept will take op longer 
Time. We went to War^ Sir, for a few A^ 
cres in Nor ti* America -, we fit dolyn in Peace^ 
poflciied of the ^^hole Country ; an Acquifi- 
%ion of Territory that fecures to the Britijh 
Dominions Advantagea which no other Ter- 
ritory Gould fecure : It does not, indeed, pour 
immenfe Wealth into the Kingdom, by the 
Importation of fuch Commodities as contain 
great Treafure in a fWall Compafs, and, con* 
fequeijtly, can be brought by a few Veflels j 
for this would have made us eventually poor, 
under a fallacious Appearance of making us 
rich 5 and, as Richer are Strength only when 
they are real, we (hould, by the Want of real 
lUches, have been left weak. The Increafe 
of Money, in any Nation, does not make that 
Nation rich, whatever has been fuppofed to 
the contrary. Money, where it inereafes in 
ti]jantity, muft proportionably leflcn in Va- 
lue i the nominal Price of Labour, and of all 
the Neceflaries of Life, muft rife ; fothat the 
People among whom this Incf eafe of Money 
circulates, will, in. a fhort Time, find the Pro- 
portion between their Income and their Ex-- 
pence exadly the fame that it was when the 

S f Quan- 
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Quatithy of circitlatin^g Money was kfs ; and, 
tohfeqaentJly, tbie relative Terms, Poor and 
Rich, wiFl cxrptefs exkftly the fame Degree of 
the fame Relation ; but, with RefpeS td o- 
ther Countries, this Incrcafe of Wealth would 
have a pernicious Effeft j as Labour would be 
cheaper there than at Home, we fliouid not 
only find that our Rivab in Trade could under- 
fell ils in inanofadured Commodities, at a fo- 
reign ivfarket, but we jfhould be able to buy, 
for a HbmeConfumptioh, CommcKHoes ready 
inanufadufed, at a cheapfer Rate ttem we 
codd buy the fame Commodities manufaSu- 
red at Home, By this Means our Manufac- 
tures would languiflb, thofe whom; they fed 
would be left either to perifti for Want, w to 
be fupported by the Bounty of others ; and, 
inftead of the vaft Multitude of Ships, which 
are neceflary in an extenfive Trader exchang- 
ing* a vaft Variety of Commodities, we fhould, 
like the Spaniards ^ have only a few Galloons^ 
diftinguiflied by another Name, which would 
bring us the Treafufe that would at once 
Weaken and impoverifli us, not in Gold in- 
deed, but in Sugar, and other coftly Produdls 
of the Wejl-Indian Illands : Whereas, by the 
Acquifition of North-America, we have Em- 
ployment for more Hands at Home, and for 

more 
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toore Sjb^ing abroad, than we could have 
|>rQCured by any other AcquifitlcHi. Our 
j)^one^ circulates univer&Uy through the 
jChannei. Af Jjfkluftry ; it bears a reafonable 
PrppqrtM?^: to the Ncceflaries of Life, and to 
)r;be Ppflefliqns of our N^hbours, fo that our 
JV^nufa<^ure$ af e veodabfe at a Market Price 
abroad) aod our Manufacturers fupported in 
Plenty at Horne ; at the. fame Time that a 
fufficieiK Pr^gpottion of our Natives are em- 
ployed Ifk &W FlcctSi which, at any time, 
]0viU:be abIe.>to idefend the Advantages they 
prociire tQ their Comitry. With Refpeft to 
.a^*3B!^r;<^,rtlwrclbrejithc Peace is oertainly 'ad^ 
vantageo^ s. but we ihave given Stability to 
our ^ttlements in j^, and made an Eftab- 
liihrQefit in Africa^ frohi which thci greateft 
Adi^kRt439S tnay be cxpefted, as the Trade of 
pur American lilaods depends upon the Staves 
fur»i(h«d from that Cc^ ; and the Ceflion 
of AUpfitca is an Aopifition of great Impor^ 
tance in Burcfe^ as our "iD^ade to the Levant 
muA^ ^n fomc Degree!, depend upon it. 
With Refpca to jail thefe Particulars, the 
Peace iS| certaioly) advantageous in the high- 
eft Degree^ and it is, furely, honourable to 
have compelled all the £eiligerant States to 
have granted us iiich Advantages 5 and it is 

Sfa nor 
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not lefs to our Honour that the formidable 
Compaft of the Houfe of Bourbon^ which 
was fo alarming, at the Beginning of tbd laft 
Century, as to bring on a general War, is be- 
come fo contemptible, in its firft mutual Ef- 
fort, at a Time when one of the compa<9;ed 
Nations was in its full Force and Vigour, that 
it was compelled to make Ceffions almoft as 
foon as it made War^ Having thus. Sir, 
confidered the Merits of the Peace, and given 
my Reafons why I think it is both advantage-** 
ous and honourable, I might be excufed from 
confidering the Manner in which it was made^ 
in Anfwer to a fubfequent Objcdtion, becaufe, 
if the Peace is good, it is of very little Impor- 
tance no\y to enquire how the Good was pro- 
cured ; yet that no Subterfuge may be left, 
that good may not be fuppofed to have re- 
fulted from a Conduct that, with kefpefi to 
its Principles and ^Defign, was bad, I fiiall pro- 
ceed to fhew that the Peace was neither pre- 
cipitate nor clandeftihe. That it was not pre*' 
cipitate, muft certainly be acknowledged by 
all who remember that P^ace had been be^ 
fore propofed, and a Treaty entered intg, by 
that Minifter whofe removal the honourable 
Gentleman fo pathetically regrets, and that It 
would have been concluded if i^^/i^^ would 

then 
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then have confcntcd to an Article to which, 
in the fubfcquent Treaty, (he did confent 
But it will more fully appear. Sir, not to have 
been precipitate, by the Rcafons I fhall bring 
tp prove that it was not clandeftine j my Rca-" 
fons, indeed, are Fadls j and from Fads it 
will inconteftibly appear, that no Negotiation 
Mras ever more publickly known, or mprede«- 
liberately carried on. In the firft Place, the 
great Out-Lines of the Treaty were drawn, 
and commu;iicated, before the Negociation 
vras commenced. In the next Place, Sir, 4 
Perfonage of the greateft Diftinftion, as well 
for his Rank, as his Abilities and Property, 
was employed to fet the N.egociation on Foot, 
a Perfonage whom no Man can ferioully fup^ 
pofe capable of a<3:ing an under Pjtrt in a 
Schenxe to betray and difgracehis Country for. 
the Sake of keeping any Individual in » par-*- 
ticular SitUjation, In the next Place, the Prc^ 
licQinaries being prepared, were long known, 
and minutely canvaffed before the Definitive 
Treaty was drawn qp, and approved by a very 
great Majority of the Britijh Senate 5 and, 
laftly. Sir, the Definitive Treaty fecured ma- 
ny Advantages which were not mentioned i» 
the Preliminaries ; and fuch being the Fads, 
Sir, can any Man have th|3 Confidence to af^ 

Sf3 fert, 
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fcrt, that the Peace was precipitate and clan? 
deftine ? And if the Peace in Qncftion was 
a good Peace, fairly and deliberately made, 
yrith the Concurrence of Parliament, who has 
any Right to fuppofe that it was made with 
iniquitous and felfifli Views ? The Tree, Sir, 
is known by its Fruit j and, as I hope I have 
proved the Fruit to be good, I might here reft' 
the Defence of the Tree ; but I muft beg to 
be indulged a Word or two more : The fup- 
pofed Author of tho Peace, Sir, h^ been 
charged with bouhdlcfs Vanity and Ambiti- 
on, and with having put an End to the War 
to prevent his being driven from Power, by 
the public Clamour, which hejufl:ly dreaded, 
upon its not being carried on with Succefsi 
but, Sir> there was no Meafure fo likely to 
excite % publiq Clamour againft him as the 
making a peace. If the W^r bad been con- 
tinued, and had not been fuccefsfol, we all 
know that the want of Succcis in War docs 
not imply the want of Pdrts in the Comman- 
der, much lefs in the Minifter : The WsUitof 
S'uccefs ia War he might eafily have imptite^ 
to the Fault of others, br to thofe unforefeen 
but inevitable Events, which (o frequently ^\U 
appoint the mod penetrating Sagacity, ^tid 
invincible Courage } but, for the Peace, he 

knew 
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Jknew he wouM be made anfwcrable alone; 
and he knew alfo^ tb^itf the 2^vsxoQi miraculous 
Succeffes of the War^ bad raifed roowntic Ex- 
pedlationS, which it was impradicable to ful- 
fill, apd, therefore, that the Pea?e, however 
advantageous upon rational Principles, would 
be condemned as inadequate to thefe Expec- 
tations : It was, however, neceflary for this 
Nation to have Peace, and expedient to make 
Peace bc;f(xe. a Reverfe of Fortune (hould 
leave fewer Advantages in our Power : The 
Dlfgrace, therefore, which no other Teemed 
willing to incur, by rendering this neceflary 
and importaftt, though unpopular Service, to 
his Country, he voluntarily drew upon him- 
felf, and facrificed to the Pleafure of doing 
good, that, for which only the Pleafure of 
doing good can compenfete. The honoura- 
ble Gei)tleman has waved an Enquiry into 
the Supccfs of this Minifter's Projeft, with 
Refpeft to himfelf J but, I think, in Juftice to 
his much injured Character, it (hould be 
knowa : when he had efFed:cd the greatWork 
in which he engaged with that quiet Forti* 
tude, and that patient Perfeverance which are 
the Chara^^eriftics of a |ood Confcience and 
a great Mind } when the Storm that had been 
raii!ed agaipft^him was, in a great Meafure, 

S f 4 fpent 
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fpcnt by its own Vfclence 5 when no new Ex^ 
igency of State could have been made an Oq- 
cafion of exqiting new Claixiour, he (quitted tht 
Toft that had been fo much envied, and parted 
with the Powgr which the public Caufe no 
longer made it neceffary for him to exert, I 
^ould not, however, be thought, the Pane- 
gyrift of this, or any other Miniftcf, and I 
defire it may be remembered, that I have no 
farther given Praife, than as it became, necef- 
fary to remove Obloquy/ Having now, I 
think, confidered all the Objeftions to the 
Peace, I fhall no longer trefpafs upon the 
Patience of the Houfe, than to obviate tha?: 
which relates merely to the Addrefs 5 we 
have been told, that, fupppfing it to be proper 
in itfelf,. it is not proper now, the Seafon in 
'which alone it could have been made witi) 
Propriety, bping paft ; now. Sir, I readily 
agree, that there v^as a Time when it might 
have been made with greater Propriety than 
it can be made noWj but I cannot fee any 
Reafon to conclude from thence, that it ought 
not to be made at all ; if we have done 
Wrong, the beft Atonement is to do Right^ 
and why a grateful People fhould be reftrain- 
cd from expreffing a proper Senfe of the Be- 
nefits they have received from the- beft of

Princes, at this Time, becaufe they did not im- 
prove an Opportunity that offered for do- 
ing it before, I confefs, is wholly beyond my 
Comprehenfion. As to the Conclufion of the 
AddrefS, in which mention is made of our 
worthy Lord Lieutenant, it gives me the 
grcateft Pleafure to find that we arc unani- 
mous in our Approbation of it, and have a 
juft Senfe of his great Merit, and mod amir 
^blc Qualities- 
Sir ^— M— defired, that the Addreffes 
pf the Commons on the Peace of Ryfwickj 
XJtrecht^ and Aix la Chapelle^ might be read, 
to (hew that the Words Honourable, and 
Advantageous, were always inferted, and then 
fpoke in Defence of the Ability, and Integrity 
of the late prime M inifter, and concluded by 
faying, that the Nation was happy, not only 
in the Peace, but the Pe^ce-maker, and that 
the only Draw-back upon that Happinefs 
was, its not thinking fo. 

Mr E — 5— JP — then moved, that the 
Queftion might be put, that the Gonfidera- 
tion of that Matter might be adjourned till

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do Right is certainly the bcft Way of aton- 
ing for having done Wroikg ;. biit^ in thi^ 
Cafe, prefeviting aii Addrefs is not dotngf 
Right ; with Refped: to us, it would be in^* 
coniiilept and abibr d ; and it Would not eirea 
be a Coxnplemei^t to Govtrmnent ; it cdold 
not be fuppofed to e^cpr^fs 4ur Sentiments/ 
becaufe if we h^d thought of the Peace, a^ 
we arc madeto fay we do in this Addrefs^ we 
certainly ihould have mentidned it in our Ad-* 
dreft, on the Speech from the Throne, when 
we could not but fee that fcmethipg of this 
Kind was expeiftpd} and, if it cannot be 
fuppofed to exprefs our Sentiments, it can 
anfwer no Purpofe, but to ibew that Ive are 
Puppets, aduated from withouti which can 
never do us Credit;^ nor the Peace Honour ; in 
(hort) allowing the Peace to have been the beft 
that ever was made, we fliall in Fa£t only fhew 
that fomething (houldhav^been done which 
was not done; I have heard of foms Military 
Officers, in a certain Country, who Inliftcd 
the Parifli Clerk, and, on the Review-Day, all 
the Company fired at the fame Time, with 
great Order and Dexterity, except the Cleri- 
cal Recruit, who fired by him&lf a confider-* 
able Time after the Reft 5 if he had not fired 
»t all, no body would hfive remarked hi?

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Negled) bat firing fingly^and out of Time, he 
betrayed himfelf, andthcOffico:, being great- 
ly offisnded, rode up to him, and ftriking him 
on the Shoulder, with a Rattan, Sirrah! 
fays he, What do you mean by your Amen 
shot? I (hould.be lorry. Sir, to have this 
Story applied to us ; and yet we fhall give 
io fair an Occafion by the Addrefs now pro- 
pofed, that I think every Gentleman who 
has the Honour ipf the Houfe at Heart, Oiould 
be againft it. The Parts of the Addrefs,,too, 
are fo oddly jumbled togetl^r, in one Para^ 
graph a Traiterous Libel, and in the next an 
honourable Peace, that they put me in mind 
of another Story : ^* A Lady, who had not

I know 
not how it is, but in whatever Light I view 
this Addrefs, it puts me in mind of a Story ; 
If I consider it as intended to reconcile Fac- 
tions in England J and give a Check to popu^ 
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lar Clamour, the ignorant Vanity of this De- 
iign appears to me as ridiculous as that of at 
filly Juftice in the great Rebellion, who, hear^ 
in§ that Cromwell was in the Neighbourhood, 
with Thirty Thoufand Men, and that the 
Royal Army was not far off, concluded that 
there might be bloody Nofes, and, therefore, 
fent out the Pariih Conftables to keep the 
Peace. In a Word, Sir, I am of Opinion, 
that we fliould not appear to think more of 
ourfelves, than; our Neighbours think of us; 
\i we intermeddle qfficioufly with Refped to 
thiB Peace, we may, for ought I know, be 
made to intermeddle more than we are wil- 
ling in the next War. Let us leave the Con- 
fideration of thefe Matters to our Betters, 
who have not afkedi us to confider them, 
nor enabled us fo to do 5 let us keep our little 
SkifFout of a Storm if we c&n, andfhew our 
Dexterity by fleering clear of the Rocks.

Libels had not only been reacJi but printed in 
• ih.at Country, a Cjrcumftance that wouW ha^e 
rendered any forifial Notice of them ridicu'' 
lous^ and that to be iilent, would imply an 
Approbation of the,ni i that, a$ to the Peaces 
it did not appear that any formal Notifica- 
tion had ever been given^ though the Houfd 
had conftantly addreflcd j on formerCkxafions j 
and that it would be uDreafpnable to ei^dt 
now, what had never been done biefore, and 
abfurd to refrain /rom doing what had always 
been done before. As to the Impropriety of 
addrefling after a Delay, he Xaid^ that the 
Houfe was better qualified to J^dd^e6 now^ 
than at the Beginning of the SeflaonSi as the 
Purport and EfFeds of the Treaty were bet- 
ter known ; the Affairs of the,£^ Indies, ht 
faid, appeared to be fettled fo much to our 

Ad* 
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Advantage, that, it was. doubtful whetljer 
another Ship would ever be fent thither by 
the French j and the Affairs relative to the 
German States, feeiped to have acquired fuch 
a Stability from the late Treaty, as was greatly 
to its Honour j he proceeded to urg6 feVeral 
Arguments in favour of the Peace in general j 
he iaid, it hiad been approved by a great Ma- 
jority of the J5rifV//^y Parliament, and that 
though our Succefs in the War was unparal- 
lelled under the Diredlion of a great Minifter^^ 
whp difixifed his own Spirit through our 
Fleets and Armies, to the remoteft Corner of 
the World, yet we could not, confiftently 
cither with good Policy or the Law of Na- 
tions, retain a greater Proportion of our Con- 
quefts than we did ; nor, fays he, did that 
Minifter himfelf proppfe to retain more in 
the Treaty that he propofed to France^ and 
in which France would not then concur. 
He added, that nothing would fo efFcftually 
enable us to avail ourfelves of the Advanta- 
ges fecured by the Peace, as Unanimity 
among ourfelves, and a good Underftanding 
with Great Britain j for which Reafon he 
hoped the Houfe would not divide againft the 
Addrcfs.

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The R— t Kt-ble W-^ H- F— having 
touched upon, the Topics that had Before 
been difcuffed, proceeded to (hew the fatal 
EfFedts of a feditious and turbulent Difpoii- 
tion, among the People, by many Inftances, 
which he brought from Ancient Hiftory, 
and urged with great Force and Propriety. 
He cited tnariy . curious Paflages^ with great 
Learning, to diew that the Grecian and ko^ 
man Governments were fubverted by popular 
Pactions, raifed and Supported by wicked 
and defigning Men, who made the People 
Tools to efFe<9; their own Ruin, under the 
fpecious Pretence of oppofing Tyranny. He 
added, that (ince the Names of Mr P — tt, 

Mr L — gge^ and the Duke of £) r^, had 

been mentioned in the beginning of the De- 
bate, he was free to obferve, that they were 
all Men of too much Honour, Integrity, and 
Ability, to have fuffered any capital Error 
in the Treaty, without fuch Remonftrances 
as would have been echoed through the 
whole J5r/V//Z>Dominions ; their quiet Acqui- 
efcence, fays he, in the Peace, muft, in the 
Opinion of their Friends, at leaft, be allowed 
as a Proof, that it is good ; if it had appeared 
otherwife to Mr P — tt^ would not the Thun- 

der 
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der of his Eloquence have fhaken the State 
to its Center ? Sheuld we not have felt it in 
this Kingdom, and even in this Houfe ? He 
concluded that the Houfe could incur no T)if- 
grace by concurring in a Meafure, in which 
Mr P — tty and his noble Affociatcs hadcon-i^ 
curred, and that the Addrefs was upon every 
Account proper, and even neceflary. . , 

Mr B— F— faid, that he was much fur- 
prized to hear the general Senfe of a Nation 
fligmatized with the Namfe of a fadlious ahd 
turbulent Difpofition ; it was from the Voice 
of the People, he faid, that he, and every 
Gentleman in that Houfe derived their Legi^ 
flative Capacity, and that their Conftitaents 
had an undoubted Right to their Attention $ 
that the firft EfFeds of bad Meafures always 
fell upon the People, and therefore the Peo^ 
pie were naturally the firft to complain, and 
that though he was the greateft Enemy to 
to Licentioufnefs and Riot, yet to popular 
Complaints, however fpirited, he was a 
Friend. An Attention to thcfe Complaints, 
he faid, and a Redrefe of the Grievances that 
produced them, was the only way of pre^ 
venting Licentioufnefs and Riot, which was 
confiftcnt with a free State 5 for to enforce 
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badMcafiircs, by an Exertion of the very Po- 
wer that wa$.intr»fte4 wUb Governaient foir 
ceiylering gOQc) Me^fijires efficacious, w^ tho 
word of Tyranny, for that nothing could morQ 
cadicaHy.ftril^ ^t ^^ natural Rights of Map-^ 
kindi than firft to oppr^fs them, then by refiif- 
ing^ to redrew their Grievanqes, compel th^m 
to attempt rcdccffing themfelves, apd finally, 
making that Attempt a Pretence of fubjeaing 
them to new Evils, under the fpecious^Pro- 
leiEoii of punishing, a fqditious and turbulent 
Spirit In anfwer: tft what had been faid, in 
order to prove th^t the R;uin of States had 
boen. generally e.fF<r6ted by^ the Leaders of 
popular Fadipn,, he faid> that there, was fcarce 
one Inflance upon Record, of a Perfon's hav- 
ing derived Popularity from any other Source 
than fbmc Advantages which he had pro- 
cured to his Country 5 and that no MaB ever 
preferred hrs Popularity, after facrificing the 
public Intereft to his own. It was true, he 
faidi that, the Grecian and Roman State had 
&Ue». a Sacrifice to the People, but then th^ 
People iwmed rather* a lawlefe Aparchy, than 
a liceacious Democracy. As to the Sul^e£fc 
in Debate, he faid, the popular Opinion was 
certainly againil the Peaces and it was e* 
qually certain, that the popular Opinion was 

the 
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the Opinion of the Houfe two Months ago 1 
whi^t had happened to cbaaige that Opinion^ 
he faid^ be could ndt guefs, any more thda 
what ffiould iriduce then! to' make a Dedaf a^ 
tiion contrary to their Opinion, fuppofif)g it 
not to be changed ; £0 that the Addrfefs was 
cqxiaily a Myftery fo him, whether it Was or 
was not fuppofed to be fincere. He faid thst 
what he knew to hare happened, during the 
laft tw'o Months, rather tended to cotifirm than 
deftroy tl^ Opinion of the Peace, which wiq 
then adopted by the Houffo, for that the 
Stocks had fallen, and he stlway< cottfidcreol 
them as the true Barometer of public Credit | 
he hoped, therefore, he faid, that Gdntleihen 
would take this Occafion to (hew, that as 
thtfy were free to form' Opinions contrafry to 
miftifterial Meaftire^, they had firmnefs to 
abide by them^ and to appear to abide by 
them in Oppofition to minifterial Influence, 
and to the Difappoiptment of minifterial 
Arts. 

The Queftion being then put upon Mr 
P — ^'s Motion, for e^^pupging the Paragraph, 
which contained Thanks for the Peace, as 
Advantageous and Honourable, it pafled in th^ 
Negative. 

Ttj AM»^ 
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A Motion was then made, and the Quef- 
tion put, that an Amendment be made to the 
Motion for the Addrefs, by inferting between 
the Words Conftitution and thaty the Words 
" And at the fame Time to exprefs our gene- 
" ral Satisfaction and Joy at feeing the 
** Principles of Liberty vindicated, and main-- 
•** taind, and the Rights of the Subjed pro- 
•• tefted from the Invaiion of Power, by the 
•^* juft Determination, and fpirited Condudt 
<* of one of his Majefty's Judges, and of an 
« EngUJh Jury/' 

It paffcd in the Negative. 

Then the propofed Queftion for an Ad- 
drefs being put^ it pafied in the Affirmative*

mation might certainly be gathered 5 he db* 
fefved, that there might be a wide difference

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Sir ffr- O — then moved, that a^ Order 
fhould be ifTued, requiring the Regifters of 
the feveral Diocefles in the Kingdom to 
make a Return of the Names of the non- 
re fident beneficed Clergymen of the refpcdlive 
Parishes of their Diocefles. Upon which, 
Mr y^ H— H—, the P. . S. fpoke as fol- 
lows:

I beg leave to propoie as an Amendment 
of the Order, that an Addition may be made 
to the following EfFedl : ** Such Clergymen 
^* who have not proper Accomodations in 
*^ their own Parifhes, and who live only at 
** fuch a DIftance as to be able to fulfil their 
^' parochial Duties, and fuch as having more 
** Benefices than one, f elide on any one of

** iident/' My Reafonforthe Amendment, 
Sir, . is to prevent undeferved Cenfure from 
falling upon the Cloth ^ for as I think a 
negledl of Duty, in the facred Fundlion, one 
of the greateft Crimes that can be committed, 
I fhould be forry to have it imputed to thofe 
who arc not guilty. I muft, however, far- 
ther 
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ther declare, that though I think the Motion 
well intended, and would moft heartily con- 
cur in any Mcafure for com]pelling the Cler- 
gy to perforni a Diity fo important as that of 
their Calling, and for* which, no lefs than a 
tenth * Part of the natural Produce of the 
Kingdom is allotted ihcm ; yet, I think, it is 
ill-timed, and that our Concurrence in the 
Motion at this Time would be produftive of 
greater Evil, than it is intended to remove. It 
is univerfaily allowed. Sir, that the Commo* 
tions in the North have been principally di- 
redled againft the Clergy 3 and the general 
Contempt into vvhich they are fallen, at this 
critical Time, is too notorious to ftand in need > 
of Proof J and as it is of the utmoff Importance 
to difcouragethofe Commotions, and fupport 
. the Clergy agaift this Contempt, I think we 
ought by no means to lay any of them under 
the public Cenfure of this Houfe, though 
they have not refided on their Livings, npr 
even to encjuire whether they have refided 
upon their Livings or not, before our Cenfure 
has fallen upon the licentious and daring Affo- 
ciations, that have been entered into againft 
them, I, therefore, humbly propofe, that

As I cannot be fuppofed to have any In<* 
tention of ceqfuring thofe Clergy for non- 
^refideiice who either are refident, or would 
be refident if they could, 1 think I need fay 
notihing to defend my Motion againft the 
Defedl which the Honourable Gentleman has. 
boen fo good as to fupply : But againft the 
Charge of its being ill-timed,, I can irrefraga- 
fcly defend it, by. the very Arguments that 
^ have been brought to fupport the Charge ; it 
has been faid that the Clergy are fallen info 
jcontempt, and that they have been the princi- 
pal Objed of the Rifings in the North, and that 
for thefe Reafons no Inquiry (hould be now 
made into their Cojndudk, nor any Ccnfurc 
miied upon it» fuppogng it to have been 

WQr- 
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worthy of Cenfure; now, Sir, I draw Con- 
fequences dire<ftly contrary from the fame 
Premifes : If they have fallen into Contempt, 
and become fo odious as to be oppofed, even 
at the Rilk of Life, it is, furely, high Time 
for us to enquire whether thefe Evils are not 
the EfFedl of their own Conduft, and if it 
appears that they have negleded their Duty^ 
the moft efFedual Way to eftablifli their Cre- 
dit, is to oblige them to fulfil it.

I live, Sir, in the County of C/^r^, which iScfte 
of the largeft in Ireland^ and extreamly well 
peopled^ in this County, Sir, thereafe Ao lefs 
than Seventy-fix Pari'fhe^^ and m more thaik 
Foarteen Chorchi« y fo that Si:ity*two Fk* 
f iflies of the Seventh-fix are %iftt Cures > (his 
forely, if Religion is any Thing but a Naittt, 
k fuch a Negled, no#of f^ tempo/itfy, bnt 
the eternal Intere(l of Mankind s^ fliddid 
make thofe, to Whofe Car6 th^y are conttail^ 
ted, look intii^rd with Shaifte and no^roi- $ 
but coold it be believed, Sir^ that when tl$e 
Number of ChurcShcs is fo frtiall, in Propop* 
tion to the Number of Parilhes, the Refttrf* 
of moft of them dfre nOft-refidient, nor i» 
there fo much as a Curate of Forty Pounds a 
Year to fupply^ their Pkee ; yet fuch is the 
Fadl, and fo much greater Regard have the 
Clergy to the Tythcs, than the Souli of their 
Pariidi.

The Priefl:, Sir, muft marry 
thofe who would enter into the nuptual Con*-* 
tradl, the Prieft muft baptize the Children, 
and the Prieft muft bury their Dead j or they 
muft co-habit like Savages in the un-inligh- 
tened Receffes of Africa^ the Child muft be 
confidered aa a mere Denifon of Nature, un-. , 
der no Covenant with God, and the Dead 
muft be depofited in the Earth, without any 
Memorial of a Refurre^on. lam almoft 
afliamed to obferve^ that this is bad Policy,, 
becaufe it is pregnant with Mifchiefs fo much 
greater than bad Policy, can incur. To re- 
gret the non-refidencc of our Clergy, upon 
mere political Principles would be like the 
Sailor, who, when his Comrade loft his Head, 
as he was drinkicig, regretted the Can of 
Flip, that was carried away with it : And 
yet. Sir, as there is too much Reafon to fup^ 
pofc that the mere political Mifchief is all 
that fome Perfons regard ; I may be excufed 
for obferving, that the Prieft, who is always 
watchful in Proportion as we are negligent, 
never fails to improve the Influence that he 
gains by attending the Bed bf Sicknefs, and 
of Death, to make Profelytes to his Church. 
I need not ftiew the pditical Difadvantages 

that 
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that arifc to this Country from the Nnmbcr 
of Papifts among us ; it is neceffiry to lay 
the Papift under fomc Reftraints from which 
the Proteftant is free, and it is impoffible for 
a Country to flourifti in which all the Inha- 
bitants are not admitted to Immunities and 
Privileges which equally encourage Induftry, 
and unite Individuals in a common Intereft : 
The Children of this World are wifer in their 
Generation than the Children of Lights and it is 
a Pity that in this great Article, we give no 
other Evidence of our being the Children of 
Light, than that we are Icfs wife than others 
whom we fuppofe to be the Children of the 
World. One of the bad Confequences of 
this (hameful Negledl of our Clergy, is, thole 
Rifings that have been mentioned to the Vio- 
lation of all Law and the Difgrace of all Go- 
vernment ; for who can fuppofe that Men 
will patiently fufferthe Extortion of a Tytlie- 
Monger, where no Duty, for which the Tythe 
is claimed, has been performed in the Me- 
mory of Man : How can we perfuade our- 
felves that fuch a Demand can ever be thought 
Legal ; and if it is not thought Legal, how 
can we expedl it ftiould be paid ? I know 
not indeed, how far the Legality of it can 
be proved, for it was certainly never intended 

cither' 
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.either by the Laws of God or Man, that a 
mere nominal Clergy (hould be paid the tenth 
Part of our Property for doing nothing. It 
has been faid, that to prevent an Oppofition 
to fuch Demands, wc (hould put in |force 
our penal Laws againft thofe that have op- 
pofed them already, but give me leave to fay, 
Sir, that no penal Law however fahguinary 
in itfelf, and however rigoroufly executed, 
will fubdue the Natives of a free Country 
into a tame and patient Acquiefcence in what 
muft appear to be the moft flagitious Injufiice, 
and the moft cruel Oppreflion. The Infur-^ 
redtions, againft which we are fo eager to call 
out the Terrors of the Law, are no more 
than Branches of which the ihamcful Neg- 
ligence of our Clergy, and the Defc<3:s in our 
Religious Inftitution conftitute the Root; 
and, I am firmly of Opinion, that nothing 
is more eflentially neceffary to the Support of 
the Religion and Laws of our Country, and 
the Morals of its Inhabitants, than the Refi- 
dence of the Clergy, diftributed in fufficient 
Numbers all over the Kingdom, I fliall, 
therefore, moft heartily give my Vote for 
ihe l^otion.

tune that could befall him j and yet fpmc 
fpch may neceflarily be non-refidoDt at the 
Time of the Return, and will, therefore, by 
the Return, fufFer the greateft Injuftice. It 
is, I think, a Rule, univerfally admitted a- 
mong us, that no Perfon (hall be accufcd who 
is not prefent to defend himfelf ; but, by this 
Return, we fhall not only accufe the Abfcnt, 
but puniih them unheard j I am, however, fo 
fenfible of the Advantage that would «accrue 
from the Rcfidence of benificed Clergymen, 
that I would heartily concur in a penal Law 
to enforce it : It is true, indeed, that the 
Superiors of the Church have a Power al^ 
ready to enforce Rcfidence, why they do not 
exert it is bcft known to themfelves, but why 
it ihould be taken out of their Hands, who do 
not exert it, or at leaft, why it ihould be 
lodged where it would be exected, is I think 
fufficiently known to us.

IN a Committee for enquiring into the 
late Infurredlibns in the North, Mr J-^ 
JB— ^ being Chairman, began to read a Report^ 
which had been prepared for that Committee 
to make to the Houfe • and, after he had 
tead fotaetimc, Mr R~ F-^ got up, and 
Ipokc to the following Effeft:

I i3eg pardon for interrupting the reading 
of the Report, but I cannot help thinking, 
that many of the Particulars that are infcrted 
in it, ^epd rather to irritate and inflame par- 
ticular Perfons againft each other, than to 
promote the public Good ; befides, I ob- 
Jferve,that, in many Inftances, what is faid a-» 
gain ft particular Perfons, bears much harder 
Upon them than it would do, if all the Cir^ 
cumftahces relative to the Affair were men- 
tioned, i remember, in particular, that dur- 
ing my Attendance on the Committee, which 
was not as frequent as it fliould have been, 
U u 3 I heard 
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I heard a Witnefs afked, whether he had not 
been fixteen Years in Fricndftiip with an ho- 
nourable Member of this Houfe, to which he 
anfwered in. the Affirmative; but admitted 
that the Friendfliip had been broken fomc 
Time I now thk Particular not being infert- 
ed in the Report^ . I think the Houfe cannot 
judge exjidly what Credit fliould be given to 
that Part of the TefUmony of this Witnefs, 
which afFeds the honourable Gentleman^ 
But if all thefe Particulars were inferted, and 
every Allegation againft every particular Per- 
fon was fully elucidated and explained, I do 
not fee what End it could anfwer. We have 
no concern with any Thing but the Fads by 
which the Law was actually broken. What 
were the Motives bf the Infurgents to break 
it, or whether any Ad of Oppreflion was, or 
was not committed, is an Enquiry wholly 
foreign to the Bufinefs of this Committee. 
We have, in this Cale,nodircretionary Power -, 
if the Crime alledged has been committed,fhe 
Law affigns the Punifhment; we have no 
Power of lightening the Punifliment, in con- 
fequence of any Provocations which may be 
fuppofed to alleviate the Crime, The Crime, 
as far as it can he judged of by this Houfe, 
confifts wholly and fimply in breaking the 

Law, 
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Lraw> lAd die Breach 6f the Law is the ikmCf 
t(riiatev6r was the Motive to break it. If 
^ny qS ithb Infoigents folFered Wrong, the 
L^iiXy had provided a Remedy^ which thejr 
xtrf^tt free to ^ke j they had no right to pro- 
vide a Remedy for themfelves ; if a Man is 
l^gdHy tdhvi£i^d of a capital Crime^ and feli^ 
tenced to cite, the Profecutor has no Right to 
take his Life^ and he that (hould ftab him, 
ttitftigh with a Halter about his Neck^ would 
bt liable ibo puniihmesit. The worft LaWs 
while they fubfift, ought to be enfoited, for 
bad Government is better than Anarchy 5 and 
if «)ie l^e^e are pbrmit^ to difpute ivith 
Ooytrttttleftft^ Vl^isthtr the Laws &ail be ex- 
fecuted or not, nothing but Anarchy can cn- 
fuc : However^ in the prefent Cafe, it does 
iiot appear that a>nyjoft Caufe of Complaint 
igaVe Cdld^r 4d the InfuirredbiaeL m Qu^on. 
Got»^^rit ind^d was ftiade of an op^effive 
CoAi^C^5 b«(t itoddes not appear thmt the

i^i hbMttVGti M I CM before, this is no 
Partcf^oar Enquiry 5 the ProceeAiri^of die 
lrifurgehts,feav*/ Without Contwwterfyi b^eli 
U u 4 Licen- 
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Licentious, Illegal, and Rebellious ; aod their 
Notoriety, and Turpitude, arc fufficient 
Grounds for this Houfe to proceed judicious- 
ly again ft them, and. I therefore think that 
as the Report of the Committee is, for the 
Reafons I have affigncd, both Redundant 
and Dcfedive, the making it to the Houfe, 
(hould be adjourned to a farther Day : 

The Motion was then made, to adjourn 
the Report of the Committee, and it pa&d 
in the Affirmative, 

The Houfe took no fubfequent Meafures, 
in confequence of the Enquiry of this Com- 
• mittee^ 

The Houfe having, according to Order, rc- 
folved itfelf into a Committee, to take into 
I Coj}fidcration, Head^ of a Bill for better fe- 
icuringthe Liberty of the Subjedl, and fpent 
fome Time therein, .the Speaker refumed 
the Chair, and, the Report having been made> 
the Bill was read. 

^ Then a Motion was made, that the Speak- 
er, with the Houfe, do attend his Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant with the faid Bill, aad 

defire 
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defire the fame may be tranfmitted into Great 
Britain^ in due form, and that his Excellent* 
cy would be pleafed to recommend the £ime, 
in the moft effedual Manner to his Majefty^ 
as a Bill of the utmoft Confequence to this 
Kingdom. 

To this it was objeiSlcd, that fuch a Me- 
thod was unufual) and that, at this Time, 
nothing made an ufiufual Method neccflary, 
as there was not the* leaft Reafon to fufpoft 
that the Bill would not be properly qonfi*- 
dered. 

The Queftion being then put, it pafTed in

alfb proper for us to enquire what ProvifioQ 
is already made by Government for quelling 
a riotous aikd rebellious Oppofition tp thd 
I^TiVnl and fecuring the Property and Life of 
thofe who are under their Proteftion. Now^ 
8ir> as to the feft Objea of our Enquiry, it 
does not appear that any previous Breach of 
the Law6^ or any oppreffive Abufe of theifi^ 
in tiiofe who were the Objeft of thefc Infur-^ 
regions, gave Colour to them 1 but that they 
fofe from a caufelb& Ofirace taktn againft the 
La ws the^ifelv^, and were encouraged by a 
NotiM, that the civil MagMtracy wa$ not in^ 
vefted with a legal Power fufficiebfc to quell 
theito, dnd difappoint their Ii)cfigli, which was 
no other tYaxk to render the Law inefiedual by 
forcibly preventing its Exectftion. Now, Sir^ 
as the Oppofid^n 6f thdb Infurgenfis againft 
the Law i6 eau(^le&, we cannot remove the 
Occafioii of thtir Irregularities by an Altera- 
tion of the Lqw I all that wt have to do is to 
take away the Encouragement which they 
derive from a Want of Pfewer in the Magif- 
tracy, and fo prevent them feom attempting 
to put their Purpofe in BateGUtkJn, by fhew- 
ing them that it is impoitfible. By this 
Meafure^ Sir^ We (hall alfo prevent the Mif- 

chief 
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chief of the Attcnipt, even if it ihould be 
made. Their Notion that the Power of the 
civil Magiftracy of the Gouhtry is: defe<aive, 
has but too much Foundation^ in Truth,' as 
will appear upon a Companion of our Police 
with that of a Sifter Kingdom; The Spirit 
of Liberty 18 there. as high and as bold as in 
any Countryupon Earthy and yet the fame 
Caufes which have produced InfurreSions 
bordering on Rebellion here,, have produced 
no fuchMifchief. there; This is owing en- 
tirely to the Power, of the Magiftracy^ and the 
Rcfpedl which ^ Power always ]nf][>ires^ Iii 
Great Britain^ Magiftrates^ and thdfe in Au- 
thority under them; had a Povs^er fufficient to 
anfwer the Purpcfes' of civil Government re- 
gularly and legally vefted in. them, before the 
Norman Conqueft; and this Power the Com*- 

■queror thought fit to continue iand cftaWi/jh; 
but it docs not appear that any fuch Power 
has been eft^iftied in thi«* Kingdom, from 
the carlieft Times to the pr^fwt. The Clan- 

^ftiipsi as they have been called, and the De- 
pendancc of the lower Clalfts of the Peopk, 

: upon their Chiefs, or Heads, was^ the principal 
Source of their Obedience to the Law, and 
when that Dependande ceafed, they were 

^ confcious to no other Suboi:dination, and 

there- 
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therefore were difpofed to be obedient no lon-» 
ger. At this very Time the Magiftrate, how- 
ever vigilant and faithful in the Difcharge of 
his Duty, and however defirous to check any 
tumultuous Oppofition to Government, has 
no Power to' compel proper Affiftance. The 
Perfons that ought, on fuch Occafions, to af^ 
iift the Magiftrate, are the head Coriftable, 
and the petty Conftables. But, at prefent, 
the head Conftable of the Barony is appoint- 
ed by Rotation, without the leaft Attention to 
his Ability, Situation, Charadler, or Circum- 
ftances ; fo that having often nothing to lofe^ 
he has nothing to fear, and becomes negligent 
of his Duty merely becaufe he knows he can- 
not bq puniftied for fuch Neglect ; fo that 
Deficiencies frequently happen, either from his 
Negligence, or his Difhonefty, in the public 
Ceflcs of the Barony, which he is intrufted to 
levy, and thefe Deficiencies, however fmall, 
* he is frequently wholly unable to make good. 
Such arc the head Conftables j as to the Pet^ 
ty Conftables, they are appointed from the> 
very lowcft of the People, and are indiffcr-? 
cndy of all Perfuafions and: all CbaraAers ; 
but if they were what they diight tta« be, with 
Refpcdt.to their Qualifications, they are not 
Efficient in Number ciFedtually to afiift the 

Ma- 
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Magiftrate in quelling a popular Infurrcdtioo. 
The Juftice of Peace, under thefc Circum- 
iljinces, is a mere Cypher, and the Quiet and 
Security of the Country muft depend whoJly 
upon a military Force ; a Force that is wholly 
unconftitutional, and that we arc loaded with 
heavy Taxes to maintain. If oor Police was 
to be properly fupported by the civil Power, 
thofe who fecured our Rights from Vidatioa 
would alfo contribute, by their Induftry, to 
the public Stock ; but tbe mercenary Soldier 
contributes nothing j he is a mere Excrefcence 
of the State, and can flourifti oqly by its 
Weaknefs : He has not a common Intereft 
with his fellow Subjei^s, and wquW as wil- 
lingly fubvert the Conftitution as fupport it. 
The military Power is, indeed, (o odious, 
that the Exertion of it will fow the Seeds of 
that very Contumacy, and OpjH^flion, which 
it is employed to quell j and I, th«efore, pro- 
.pofe to bring in Heads of a Bill t^ extend and 
kicreafe the Power of the Civil Magiftrate,. 
and alfo to increafethe Number of ConftabJes^ 
who ihall be abfolutely under his EHreition : 
I propofe, that a Return fhould he made of the 
Number of Families in each Parifti, and that 
for ewry fifty Families a Conftable and two 
Bailiffs fl)0uld be appointed, and that fech

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Body that knew him muft allow he had not 
literary Abilities for any Thing of the Kind, 
and that his being one of the Majority that 
voted the North Britons to be Libels, was a- 
nother ftrong Proof that he could have no 
Hand in them. This, Sir, is a Breach of Pri- 
vilege with Refped .to the honourable and 
worthy Member particularly named, and it is 
alfo a general Breach of Privilege againft the 
Houfe, as the Majority are mentioned with a 
Sneer, and in a contemptuous Manner.

I very well remember the Cafe of George 
Falkener, but no Precedent on the Journals of 
the Houfe £hall ever induce me to aft in Op- 
pofition to the natural Right of every free 
Subjea of this free Country. I acknowledge 
Jthata full and formal Proof of the Crime 
laid taany Man^s Charge cannot be made be- 
fore he is taken into Cuftody, but I muft 
obfcrve, that the Fadt alkdgcd ought to be 
atteftcd upon Oath.

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xralunmiating pfrivate PerfoTis, With the 
Char^ftert of private Perforis the fconftitutioh 
hafe iit)t the kaft Connexion, nor can a Freedom 
of dlfciofing or difguifing their Charaders in 
Print, tend-, ih the leiaft, to fecure to us our 
conimbn t^rivilege^, as Memberis of a free 
State. The Liberty of the Prefs, Sir, of 
whicii Vsre are and ought to be tender and jea- 
lous, is the Liberty of making knowh to the 
Community thofe Truths by which the Com- 
jnunity^is affected ; it 1$ the Liberty of pub- 
lickly e^ramining Public Meafures, and difcuf- 
fing Qufertion^ relative to political and re- 
ligious Principles, ill which all have a com- 
mon Irttfereft. As to the Charader of the 
honourable Gentlertian who has been publick- 
ly afperfed, it is the fir ft Time (hat I ever 
heard it advanced, that the more Merit a Geu'- 
tleman pofTeffes, the lefs Ciime there is in a- 
buflhg him. Can it poflibly be fuppofed that 
a Man's fdliocence, nay, that his Eminence 
for politive good Qualities, fliould be a Reafon 
^hy hfe* fhould be publicly afperfed as being 
dfeliitute of fuch Qualities, with Impunity.

of Vice. It is, indeed, with Refpeft to the 
Perfon himfclf better to want ynderftanding 
than Virtue j but | am afraid he will fuffer lefs 
in the Eftimation of many, by the Want of 
Virtue than IJnderft^nding. The honourable 
Gentleman, Sir, is a Member of this Houfe, 
and to infinuate that he wants Upderft^nding 
is to infinuate that he is unequal to his Truft ; 
It tends to deftroy tl^e Confidence placed in 
him by his Conftituents, and to exppfe him to 
every Attempt that Punning, and Fraud may 
be encouraged \o pradtife againft thofe vyhoni 
they fuppofe unable to detecSt them. The 
Injury of fuch Defamation, Sir, is great, that 
it is unmerited is ^n Aggravation, and it may 
be punifhed without .dif90untenancing any 
Privilege of the Public, or any Pradice of ge- 
neral Utility. As tp the Delinquept, if it is 
granted that he is an Qbjeft of our Lenity, it 
cannot, for that Reafon, be pretended that he 
fhould efcape unqueftiqned : Tp take no Cog- 
nizance of Offence is not Mercy ; it is betray- 
ing the Caufe of the Public, and encouraging 
an indifcriminate Violation of every Law that 
was intended to unite Society in the Bonds of 
Peace. If he is an Objed of our Mercy, let

us fhew it, with the Sword of Juftice in our 
Hands ; we fball then give a Sandtion to the 
J-»aw, and an Encouragement to Merit 3 but, 
if we do not bring him before us, we can do 
neither : And let me now make a Diftiniftion 
that fe/sms to have bieen overlooked ; the Mo- 
tion was not made to order this Man into the 
Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms, but to bring 
Jlim immediately to the Bar of the Houfe^ in 
the Cuftody of that Officer, In the firft Cafe, • 
the Order would have implied a temporary 
Jmprifonmcnt, but in the other it will not, for 
the Man may be difcharged immediately. 
Let me alfp obfcrve, that though the honour- 
i^ble* Gentleman who has been injured, 
fhougl)t it his Puty to take Notice of the Ofr 
fence as a Caution to others, yet he has done 
it in a Way leaft hurtful to the QiFender, for 
he, might have brought his Adion at Law, 
which would have involved hiin \n much 
greater Perplexity and Pxpence. 

Mr T— Le-H — faid, that he was very 
ijenfible, the pfFenpe complained of, implied 
^ double Guilt ^ that it was a flagitioua^ 
Breach of the Privilege of the Houfe, and an 
ynprovokcd Injury .to a Gfntleman of the 
ippft ^miable aqd wprthy phgrajSt^r ^ but 

that 
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that he was perfuadcd PHei^ tVilpm Was the 
laft Man in the World that would knowii%ly 
have committed it \ that he had known him 
many Years to be a worthy Member of So- 
ciety^ to have been boneft and pun^ual in his 
Dealings, ancl to have moved in his little 
Sphere with great Merit 5 that the printing of 
the Paragraph, coiild happen only by his 
not feeing it^ and that his not feeing it was 
the Effecft not of Negligence but of Sicknefs ; 
that he was fenfible he fhould be brought tq 
the Bar of the Houfe to arrfwer for himfelf, 
but that he hoped it would not be neceflary 
to order him into Cuftody of the Serjeant at 
Arms for that Purpofe, for, feys he, I fee 
him at the Bar of this Hpufe already, a pcnir 
tent Criminal, coining voluntarily to Judg- 
ment, with a Countenance ftrongly exprefSve 
both of Sicknefs and of Sorrow, and ready to 
make fuch Submiffion and Atpnenient both 
to the Houfe and to the Ijonourablc Membef 
as fhall' be required. 

The R— t H— ble Mr^— M— faid, that 
no SubmiiGon or Atonement could be acr 
cepted till the Delinquent was brought to 
the Bar in due Foriii ; that till then it was 
improper to tpke Notice of Jiis being at the 

Bar, 
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; fm, or even in the Hotife, That the Speak? 

^ erf therefore, {hoold iiiiii an Order to have 

I hitn brought by the Serjeant at Arms, with- 

j out which nothing could be done in the 

AfFair, and the kfs Way the Officer had to 

go for him the better. 

The Speaker then jffued fuch Order, and 
the Serjeant at Arms brought JVilfon to the 
gar. The Speaker told him he had fom« 
Queftions to aflc him, but acquainted him, at 
the fame Time, that he was not obliged td 
anfwer, the Law requiring no Man to crimi- 
pate himfclf. 

The Clerk was then ordered to (hew the 
IVifoner the Pamphlet which contained the 
Paragraph in Queftion, and he being theii 
afked whether he was the'Printer and Pub-^ 
liftier of it, replied, that he had too much 
Jlepentance and Contrition for What he had 
done, to add \o his Guilt, by prefuming to 
jleny the Fa(5t to that honourable Honfe. 

The Speaker then afked hirti what he had 
to fay in Exifcntration of his Crime ; to which 
fie replied, thrt (he Printmg- and Publifliing 
tlje paragraph, which had fo juftly^ giyen 

Offence 
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Offence, was owing intircly to the Servants 
that he employed j that he was himfelf fo 
cautious of publifliing any Thing improper, , 
that a Proof was, by his Order, brought to 
hini, of every Sheet, before it went to Prcft, 
and that a Proof of this very Sheet was 
brought to him in Confequence of fuch Or- 
der, but that he was fo \\\ in Bed, that he 
could not read it. That as fpon as he knew 
the offending Paragraph was inferred, he 
went to the honourable anjd worthy Mem- 
ber with a Letter, apologizing for what had 
happened, in the moft fubmiflive lyianner, 
and offered to make any Atonement in his 
Power. 

It was then propofed to a(k him, whether 
after he had written his Letter, and made his 
Submiffipn to Sir A-- B—r^ he had fuffered 
^ny of the Pamphlet? wjiich contained the 
Libel to be fold. 

To this Mr JfJ— r F-^ replied, that the un-r 
fortunate Perfon at the Bar had fo candidly, 
and with fo much Contrition acknowledged 
his Fault, that he thoi^ght it inconfiftent vvith 
the Dignity and Mercy of the Houfe to put 
?ny Queftiqp to him,'wliich^ whether an-? 

fwcre4 
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fwercd negatively or affirmatively, would carry 
an Imputation of Guilt. That if it was 
thought neceflary to afcertain the Fa(fl which 
was the Subjeft of the Queftion, the proper 
and only legal Way would be to fend for Wit- 
ness to prove it, for that no Queftion ought 
to be put to the Prifoner that would lead him 
to criminate himfelf. 

The Speaker then faid, that as the Quef- 
tion had been afked by an honourable Mem- 
ber, he was obliged to put it, for though no 
Man was required to criminate himfelf, by 
anfwcring a Queftion, every one was at Li* 
berty to afk fuch Queftions as were thought 
proper. 

The Queftion being then put, JVtlfon re- 
plied, that after writing the Letter to Sir A—^ 
B — , the Perturbation and Confufion of his 
Mind were fo great that he did not think 
of direding his Servants not to fell the Pam- 
phlet, and that he did not know but that 
they might fell it; though if the honour- 
able Member, or any other Perfon had given 
him the Icaft Intimation to flop the Sale, he 
would undoubtedly have done it*

Qqo4: The Pain, differed fay the. Criminal

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Brtfairij as weU as of this Kingdopi, arc e- 
very PJour fwarming from tl^e Prefs, and 
difiiifing vniv^rfal DifaiFedtioii and Difcon-^ 
t?nt I the Proceedings of the Majority arc^ 
tre?i,ted with the bittereft Malignity, andmpft 
contcmptupufi Infult i though the Voice of 
the Majority is the trqe a,nd conftitutipn^l 
Voice of th^ Najtipn ; and it is with thp 
grea^eft Pleafur^ tb^t I take this Opportunity 
to declare, thajt I believe there never was a. 
Time when the Majority of this Hpufc cop- 
fifted of GentlcHien roorc difting^i(hed both 
in private and public Life, for Integrity and 
pqbUc Spirit.

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Dor Vice, when a public Advantage is to be 
procured by Puflifhment, which can be pro- 
cured no other Way. It will not, I fuppofe, 
be pretended that the Offence, of which I 
have complained, will be as likely to be coni- 
mitted again^ if xve pGnifli this Man, as i£ wc 
let him efcapd ; and, if ndt, it is very fit this 
Man fiiould be puniflied, notwithftandlng all 
that has becii faid in his Behalf, fuppdfingit ta 
be true. No Man will then be encouraged to 
offend by hoping to efcapePunifhment, ifhecarf 
pretend to have been fick, and lay the Slamd 
upon Servants, and Servants themfelves will 
be more cautious, if they know that theif Ma- 
iler will, at all Events, be made to aftfwer for 
their Adt. I muft, however, obferve, that, 
there is great Reafori to fufped: the Sincerity 
of the Perfon at the Bar, with Refpedl to his 
Ignorance of the Fad, his Sorrow for it, and 
his Defire to make fuch Attonemerlt as was iii 
his Power. It appears, by his dWn ConfeflS-

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\)cen alledgcd, would determine the Houfe, 
jiot only upon Principles of Mercy, but of 
Juftice, rather to commit him to the Caiiody 
the Serjeant at Arms, than to Newgate •, as 
Imprilbnment in Newgate would, in the O- 
pinion of all prefent, confidering his prefcnt 
Circumftances, be a Pupiftiment much more 
than adequate to Ws Crime, and might pro- 
bablv occafion his Death. 

It was at length propofed, that he fhould 
be kept in Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms 
till Monday Morning, and then be brought to 
the Bar of the Houie, to be dealt with as the 
Houle fhould think ,fit> which was unani- 
pioufly agreed to. 

It was now near Eight o'GlocIc at Night, 
and the Speaker made a Motion to leave thp 
Chair, that Dr L — might fit as Chairman of 
the Committee for limiting the Duration of 
Parliaments,*. 

Somebody faid, that it was too late to take 
^ Bill of fo much Importance into Confide- 
ration.

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Mr O — fV^— faid, he would vote for Dr 
L — *s taking the Chair, notwithftanding it 
was fo late, for that he confidered the Bill as 
of no Importance at all, as a mere Mouthful 
of Moon(hine, a petty Trick ad captandum 
f^ulgus. It was impoflible, he faid, that any 
Body (hould think fcrioufly about it, and that

I have heard it repotted that fortjier Par^ 
iiaments have fometimes introduced Bills intcy 
this Houfe^ merely to deceive the Multitude 
into a clamorous and zealous Approbation of 
their Condu£li whhoutthe leafiDefire or Ex^ 
pedtation that fuch Bill would pafd into a 
LaWi and upon a well-gFounded Prefump** 
tion, that if it Ihould get through this Houfe 
it would be ftoppcd in the Privy Council, oi' 
fome other Part of its Prpgrefs. This Prac- 
Z z 2 tife^ 
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tife, Sir, I (hould be forry to fee revived, for 
nothing can difcovcr a more (hameful Difin- 
genuity in the Party, nor bring gneater Dif- 
honour upon the Houfe : with Refpedk to the 
Party it is a Fraud not lefs bafc and con- 
temptible, than that of the itinerant Quack, 
who, while he is felling what is not worth 
a Farthing for half a Crown, harangues the 
Crowd that is gaping round him, upon his 
public Spirit, and tells them that the Prefer- 
vation of their Health, and Life, i& his^ only 
Motive for travelling the Country with a 
Monkey, and a Merry- Andrew ; and^as to 
the Hoafc, nothing can more degrade and dif- 
honour it, than to have its Council fet at 
nought, and Bills,* which have afforded a co- 
pious Theme to the Cato's of the Day, and 
given them an Opportunity of fweating, in 
an Agony of Eloquence, for their dear fiifier- 
ing Country, intirely fet afidc,. without fo 
much as being take& into Confideration by 
other Parts of the Lcgiflature. I think, thfere- 
fore, that it is the Duty^ and the Intereft, of

Houfe, to be direfted towards any thing but 
the public Good.

Dr L— - then took the Chair, as Chairr 
man of the Committee ; ' and, in filling up the 
Blanks in the Qualification Bill, it was agreed 
that Five Hundred Vonn^s peranum ihould be 
a Qualifioation of a Knight of the Shire ; and 
when Three Hundred Pounds j^^^iirir/n was 
propofed as a QualificatioQ for a Burgefe^ Mr 
Jl^ ^-^ fcy^ that there were many mer- 
cantile Towns in the Kingdom^ which might 
be propa-ly reprefentid by Merchams^ who, 
by their comildercial Knowledge, might be 
better qualified than others to promote the 
Intereft of their Conftituents; and, he obfcr- 
yed,thata Mi^jturp of fupfa Perfons, with Gcnr 

tiemen 
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tlemenof real Eftates would be for the common 
JBenefit of a Nation, in which a very coofi- 
derable commercial and landed Intereft were 
blended to together. He, therefore, propofed 
Jthat Six Thoufand Pounds ftiould be a Qua- 
lification for a Burgefs, as well as Three 
^Hundred Pounds a Year, 

Mr H— I/— faid, that the fame Quef- 
tion had been fully debated the laft Year, 
v/hen [the fame Bill was in Agitation ; and 
that, in his Opinion, the Legiflative Power of 
the Country ought to be in the Hands of 
thofe who had a permanent Property in it 5 
becaufe the Circumftances of Merchants were 
fiodtuating, and their Views comparatively 
confined. He then moved, that, as the

IN the Addrefe, with Refpea to the Ri- 
fings in the North and South, the Right 
Honourable Mr W-- G~ H— objedted to 
the Expreffion, Treafon againft the State^ as 
inaccurate, becaufe, Treafon, he faid, was a 
Crime committed againft his Majefty, and he 
propofed to infert the Words High Hreaftm^ 
inftead of treafon againft the State. 

Mr y— H— Hr-, the P. S. replied, that 
treafon againft the htate was a proper Exr 
preffion, for that Treafon might be commit- 
ted againft the Comrnon Wealth, as. wellas 
againft the King > and that, in this Cafe, tlie

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Words, Treafon againft the State ^ were more 
proper than tte Words High TCreafon, as they 
did in fome Sort mark out the Nature of the 
Criroq, which did not include the leaft Dif- 
afFefStipn to his Majefty's Perfon, or Govern- 
xnent, but confifted in a tumultuous and illcr 
gal Attempt to redrefs pretended Grievances. 

Mr Hrr- replied, that he would not infift 
upon the Amendment^ but was ftill perfuadr 
ed, -^that High Treafon was the proper Ex- 
prcflion, becaufe jevery Offence committed 
againft the State, fuppofiqg it a Monarchy, 
was an Offence againft the King ; that Trea* 
fon plight indeed be committed in a Repub-r 
lie, but even then, as Treafon, it was deemT 
cd an Offence againft the Government, and 
not againft the Nation coUedliyely, Coining 
of Money, he faid, in a Monarchy, was Trea- 
fon, as an Offence againft the King, though 
t^e Subjeds werp immediately injured, and 
though there was no Pretence of Difaffedion 
towards the King's Perfon or Government;, 
and, in a Republic, the Coining of Money was 
Treafon, as an Offence againft the Govern- 
ment, though the People, colledively, were 
the immediatfc Objedts of the Crime. Every 
preach of the Law, he (aid, from Rebellion 

to 
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to Pettj-Ltroeny, was an OSact a^anft die 
King ; and the Pfx>leaidoh of the Qffimder 

was alwaye at the King's Sak, and cvcrjr foch 
Breach of the Peace, as obftraded the DiKy of 
thole who aded under the Royal Authority, 
and prevented the Execution of ibc L^ws of 
the Country, was High Trcafon. He con- 
cluded, by faying that it was abfurd to fap- 
pofe Treafon could be committed agamft the 
State, and not againft the King, where the 
State was under Royal Government, as it was 
impofliblc to feparate the Intereft of the So- 
vereign from that of his Country ; and that 
he was, therefofe, againft the ExprefEon, 
VTreafon againji the State, as implying fuch a 
Separation. 

Mr /i— r, however, withdrew his Motion. 

Mr E — 5—. P--, propofed, as another 
Amendment to the Addreft, that fome Words 
ihould be inferted, expreffing a Difapproba-r 
tion of the Conduft of the Magiftrates, who, 
if they had exerted thcmfelves as they ought 
to have done, might, without military Affift- 
ance, have put a Stop to the Mifchief at the 
Beginning. That military Affiftance (hould 
never be called in but upon die greateft E- 

mer-r 
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mergeQcy, for that^ after performing the Ser-f 
vice required, it had fometimes proceeded to 
the total Subverfion of the Conftitutiom But 
mere Negled in the Magiftracy, he faid, wiels 
not, he feared, all they could be charged with 
0n this Occafion : That the Rioters would 
never have gone fuch Lengths as they had, if 
they had not been countenanced ; and that, 
Gentlemen, inftead of exerting themfelves a-f 
gainft them, werfe eyfen carried about the 
Country as a Sandlion to their Proceedings. 

Mr J— B— H— replied, that he thought 
it woqld be extremely improper, even upon 
the honourable Member^s own Principles, to 
pafs a Parliamentary Cenfure upon particular 
Gentlemen, without having received the fpe- 
cial Report of the Committee that had been 
appointed to enquire into the Affair. That 
the Rifings were notorious, and their Ten- 
dency certain j but that the Part, which the 
Gentlemen on the Spot had aded, was doubt- 
ful,, and could be ascertained only by the Re- 
port of the Committee, and, therefore, he 
faid, he was againft coming to any fuch ke- 
folution at that Time ; -He hoped the fpecial 
Report would be made, and then, iays he, in 
Qod's Name, let every Magiftrate an4 Officer

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that has deferved Ceofare, meet with his De-* 
ferts.

There is no Man, in this Houfe, who has 4 
higher Senfe of the great Importance of the 
Independancy of Parliament to the ConftitU- 
jtlon, nor of the I^ight which Conftituents have

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to determine how far thofc who acceptPlaces, 
or Fenfions, under the Government, are dif- 
qualified from their Truft ; and yet, I think, 
the Bill under Confideration, confidering the 
prefent Situation and Circumftances of this 
Country, would, upon the whole, have very 
pernicious Effefts. In the firft Place, it would 
frequently produce all the Diffipation and 
Confufion, all the Animofity and Expence that 
the Arts of Fa<ftion and Self Intereft never 
fail to carry into a Place for which a Repre- 
fentative in Parliament is to be elefted : In the 
next Place, it would leflen the Power and the 
Influttice of many Gentlemen who are not lefs 
diftinguifticd for their Integrity and Publick 
Spirit, than for their Attachment to Govern- 
ment, as it would either prevent their holding 
an Employment by which they would acquire 
feme Authority, or execute fomc publick 
Truft, or deprive thfem of a Seat in this 
Houfe : And, in the third Place, it would 
prevent the fnialleft Part of thofe Sums that 
are drained from us asi Salaries for Places, of 
Power or Truft, from being beftowed upon 
our Natives, and fpcrnt in our Country. I 
know that a Place-Bill has* a plauiible Ap- 
pearance, and I know it is a Notion induftri- 
oufly propagated, and generally receivcdi that 

no 
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HQ Perfoa who votes vj^itl> \h^ Court, votes in 
the Service of his Country, s^nd that every Pef- 
fon, who h^ a Place or a Penfion, implicitly 
votes wi{h the Court* Bfit,. fijrely, the grpP 
feft Ignorance and Bigotry only fgn believe, 
that the, Government pfoppfes no Meafures 
but what are ruinous to (he Country t\»t is 
governed. If Government is not thqs eter- 
nally divided i^gainft itfejf, and fp^verting the 
very Foundation on whigh it ftandfe t\^i^ wjioi 
conftantly and iniplicitly rote iigpinft the Go-^ 
vernnient, give much ftronger Proof of f«16fli 
and finifter Purpofes than thof* v?ho vofte foj^ 
it ; and, I believe, we (hall find that there are 
more Inftances of thofe who have received 
Favours from Government, voting ag^inft a 
bad Meafure propofed by the Court, than of 
thofe who oppofe, in Hopes of being brought 
off by fuch Favours, voting in Behalf of » 
good one. But as. Government can never b^ 
fuppofed to purfup fuqh Mea(nre$ only as tend 
to the Ruin of the State, neither can it be fiip- 
pofed that thofe who have raoft at ftakc,' 
would be nioft likely to concfir ia thofe 
Meafures. Upon the Stability of the Confti- 
tution, the very Employments which ate fup- 
pofed to be given as Bribes to fubvert it de- 
pend, as well a$ the private Fortune of the 

Per- 
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Peribn who holds them. No Man can re- 
ceive an Equivalent from a Minifter for the 
LfOf$ he would fuffer by the Ruin of his Coun- 
try ^ UP Man, therefore, whatever Favours 
he may have received fronf a Minifter, will 
concur in a ruinous Meafure ; and nothing is 
fd likely to alarm a Minifter, and divert him 
from purfuing his Prc^fdl, as the Oppofitiort 
of a Dependant : The very Dcpendance gives 
Influence and Power to the Oppoiition, as iit 
that Cafe it muft proceed frobi Principle, and 
can neither be evaded nor overborn. The 
conftant and indifcriminate Oppofition to Go^ 
vernnient by thofc who are dignified with the 
Name of Patriots is not formidable to a Mi- 
nifter 5 he knows that all but the Vulgar im* 
putc the Oppoiition to its true Motive, Fac- 
tion or Sclf-Int?reft ; and he knows too, that 
if ever it is worth his while, he can buy it off* 
It has^ howsever, a very pernicious Tendency 
upon the inferior CUffes of Life, and, in foo^ 
Cafes, makes it ncceflary to govern with a Rod 
of Iron, by raiiing a Spirit which would not 
cthcrwife be governed at all ; for, as the Rab- 
ble find thofe whom they call Patriots, uni*- 
verfally oppofing every Meafure of Govern- 
ment, they naturally infer, that every Mcaiure 
of Government is pernicious and opprefSve, 

whether 
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whether they feel it to be fo, or not ; anrf, 
by this Means, they become firft difcontent^ 
cd, and then tumultuous ; they firft defpift 
the Laws, and then oppofe theni j thus we 
have Contumacy *and Riot on one Side, and 
Dragoons and Penal Laws on the other : And 
furcly. Sir, a Place- Bill will encourage the 
Notion from which thefe Evils proceed : If 
we make a Law that no PIac6-man (hall (it 
among us, upon a Suppofition that he will 
vote with the Courts can the Multitude farl 
to infer, that to vote with the Court, is to rain 
the Country ? Will they not confider fuch 
a Law as confirming; their Opinions, and juf- 
tifying their Condudt? We ought, fiircly^ 
rather to lead them into other Notions, and 
to reconcile them to Government, by {hewing 
that we put Confidence in, it. Befides, Sir^ 
if we pafs this Bill, it is probable that the 
Members of this Houfe will rather keep their 
Seat than accept of a Place \ the Confequence 
of which will be, that all Places will be given 
to Perfons on the other Side of the Water, 
who will neither know their Duty nor fulfiH 
it. Gentlemen who refide among us, and 
have a local Intereft here, muft, from their 
Situation, be better qualilEied, and more incline 
ed to difcharge the Duties oif a Place of Truft 

Of 
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or Profit, than thofe who have neither Re- 
iidence nor Intercftj and they will farther 
contribute to the general Emolument^ by fpend* 
ing the Revenue of their Appointment among 
thofe that are taxed to pay it : And, let me 
obferve, Sir^ that, fuppofing Places and Pen- 
fions to be given to Natives, thofe Natives, if 
they had not a Seat in the Houfc, would not 
live among us ; they would do no Duty, and 
fpend no Money ^ from which we could re- 
ceive the leaft Benefit* I am forry. Sir, upon 
this Occafion, to remind Gentlemen how very 
fparingly the Favours of Government are he- 
flowed upon us already. Among four and 
twenty Biftiops there are but fix Natives ; a- 
raong the Judges, but three 5 of fourteen Ge- 
neral Officers upon the Staff, three j and, a- 
mong the great Officers of State, there is 
nearly the fame Proportion* When this Na- 
tion, Sir, was threatened with an Invafion, 
it was thought neceffary to raife five Regi- 
ments for its Defence^ and of the Command- 
ers of thefe Regiments only one was an Irijh" 
man ; and, if this is the Cafe now, what 
Chance would the Natives of this Country 
ftand, for having any Emolument beftowed 
upon them by the Government, if the Bill in 
Queftion fliould pafs into a Law? In a 
Aaa Word 
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Word, Sir, the Bill would produce continual 
contefted Ele<Sipn8, it would leffen the Influ- 
ence of riie Members of this Houfe, it would 
prevent thofe from having Places who alone 
are qualified to fulfill the Duties of them, it 
would increafe the Number of Abfentees, and 
drain away our Money ; it would tend to 
produce general Weaknefs and Difcontent^ 
and, therefore, fuppofing every (ingle Place- 
man to vote implicitly fat the Government, 
which fome very recent Inftances (hew not to 
.be the Cafe, it would certainly do more harm 
than good,' and, therefore, I humbly move, 
that the Chairman may leave the Chair.

As it is always eafier to anfwer an Argu- 
ment upon the Principles on which it is form- 
ed, if it can be done, than to controvert thofc 
Principles, even fuppoGng them to be falfe, 
I (hall admit, what the honourable Gentleman 
who fpoke laft, fecms to fuppofe, that mini- 
fterial Meafures are always for the public Ad- 
vantage, and that thofe who oppofe them, un- 
.der the Character of Patriots, have no View 
but to be bribed out of their Oppofition. 1 
"Ihall admit, that a pcrpetu^ and caufelefs Op- 

po- 
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pofition to Government produces all the E- 
vils tl^at he has deduced from it, and^ (torn 
thefe very Premiiles, I {hall endeavour to provc^ 
that a Place-Bill is abfolutely neceiTary. In 
the firft Place, I muft obfcfvc, that the ho- 
nourable Gentleman has paid a very bad Com* 
plement to thofe that arc now Placc-men> 
and thofe that fhall be fo ; for he fuppofes 
that the Government founds and will find it 
neceiTary to engage them to fupport good 
Meafures, by beftowing lucrative Favours up* 
on them* He tells us, that, if thjs Bill paiTes, 
the Government will have no Inducement to 
beftow fuch Favours upon the Members of 
this Houfe ^ the Inducement, therefore^ is to 
fecure them as Advocates for Court Meafures % 
now, upon his Suppofition, that Court Mea- 
fures are generally good, it foUpws, that thefe 
Gentlemen would not have concurred to fup- 
port good Meafures without a Bribe, which 
is rather a worfe Chara&er than that, being 
bribed, they fupported bad Meafures ; for, in 
one Cafe, the natural Propeniity is fuppofed to 
be right, and, in the other, it is fuppofed to 
be wroug. I confefs I am not willing to 
think (o hardly of thefe Gentlemen. I am 
inclined to believe that they would rather do 
Right than Wrong, fuppofing all foreign In* 
A a a 2 fluence 
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fiuence oat of the Qucftion. But we muft, 
indeed, fuppofe', upon the honourable Gentle* 
man's Principles, that thofe who now do 
right, in Confcquence of being provided for, 
would, before, have done wrong, that they 
might be provided for. Now, Sir, upon this 
View of the Matter, the holding of Places, 
and Penfioos, by the Members of this Houfe, 
is the Caufe both of the implicit Oppofition to 
Government, on one Hand, and the implicit 
Concurrence with Government on the other. 
If no Gentleman was permitted to hold a Place, 
or Penfion, with a Seat in this Houfe, no Gen- 
tleman, in this Houfe, would perfift in a cau/e- 
lefs Oppofition to Government, with a View 
ta obtain a Place, or a Penfion, except he 
preferred the Place, or Penfion, to his Seat, 
which the honourable Gentleman does not 
fuppofe would be the Cafe, for he laments 
♦hat his Friends, the Place-men, would, if 
this Bill (hould pafs, relinquifli the Places they 
held. Suppofing the Meafures of Govern- 
ment, in the general, to be right or wrong, 
a Place Bill is equally neceffary; if right, it 
is neceflary to prevent a caufelefe Oppofition, 
from interefted Views 5 if wrong, it is necef- 
fary to prevent an implicit Concurrence from 
interefted Views s if the Meafures of Go- 
vernment 
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vernment are fometimes right, and fometimcs 
wrong, it is neceflary to fufpend the Influence 
of the Minifter by this Bill, that the Members 
of this IJoufe may be influenced only by the 
Merits of the Meafure, either to oppofc or e- 
fpoufe it. As to what the honourable Gen* 
tleman has been pleafed to fay againft the Bill,' 
as a Meafure that will prevent our Natives 
from fharing any of the Revenues that we arc 
taxed to pay, I cannot help faying that it ap- 
pears to be as ridiculous as the Excufe fome- 
times made for Gluttony, that a great Quantity, 
of Viftuals is eaten co prevent its being waft- 
ed ; as eating to excefs is the worft wafte 
of Vidtuals, fo the beftowing the Sums raifed 
among us, in a Manner that will divide this 
legiflative Body into implicit Opponents to 
Government, and Advocates for it, without 
Regard to Right or Wrong, is the worft Wafte 
of Money. An impartial Regard to the true 
Intereft of the Public, and a candid, difpaffi-: 
onate, and difinterefted Examination of pub- 
lic Meafures, in this Houfe, which muft take 
Place, if Expedations of private Advantage 
from the contrary Conduct is cut ofl^, will be 
a Benefit to this Nation more than equivalent 
to the enriching our Natives with our whole 
Revenue, and the keeping every Place-Man 
A a a 3 among 
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among us to the Day of his Death. To the 
Reafons that I have already allcdged, in Fa- 
vour of this Bill, I might add the Authority 
of Example, in our Sifter Country. Such a 
Law was thought neceffary there, though their 
Parliaments sire feptennial, and, certainly, it 
would there have been thought more neccA 
fary, if the Seats of their Members had been 
vacated only by Death. We have been a- 
larmed with the Evils of contcftcd ElcSions, 
but I fhould think. Sir, that if a Gentleman 
of Fortune and Charader, who has always 
been attentive to the true Intereft of his Coun- 
try, and has given his Voice fometimes for the 
Court, and fometimes againft it, as the Meafure 
propofed appeared to him to be good or bad, 
ihould, by any Accident, have a Place oflfered 
him, he would have very little to apprehend 
lirom an Oppofition, and, confequently, that 
there would be very little Encouragement Co 
oppofe : If a worthlefs Charadler fhould be 
diftinguiftied as a Favourite, a Man without 
Fortune and without Reputation, a Conteft on 
his Re-ekdion, would, I think, produce no 
very dreadful Coiifequences. The worft that 
are pretended, are a temporary DifGpation Md 
Expence, Animofity and Confufion 3 and what 
is this Diflipation and Expence, this Animo-» 

fity 
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fity and Confttfioa ii> a Borough, oi even a 
County, in Cocnparifoi) of the perpetual Op- 
pofitk)r> fuppofed to be kept up in this Hou^, 
merely by the PofTeilicMi, or the Hope of lu« 
crative £mployu;vet>tB ? I do not, indeed, ad- 
zrrit that all who oppofe Court Meafures do k 
only in £xpe<Sation of Court Favour, but 
that is the Principle of the honourable Gen- 
llemau, who fpoke againft the Bill, and, there-^ 
fc»:e, I chufe rather to ai^ue upon itthan con- 
fute it* But^ fuppofing thofe who oppofe» to 
oppofe upon Principle, it is certain that thofe 
who adopt, adopt from Intereft, for what elfe 
could caufe a Difference of Cpadud ? It casnot 
be fupftpfed that there (hould fecrctly be a Dif- 
ference of Opinion, for it jvould be ftrange, in- 
deed, if all who had received Favours from 
Government (hould, at once, fee Things in a 
different Light, and draw different Concluii- 
ons from the fame Premilfes. The Capacity 
of Gentlemen who have Seats in this Houfe, 
to hold Places and Peniions, fubftitutes ano** 
ther, and a predominant Aim for that of pro** 
moting the public Intereft, I mean that of 
private Emolument ; And a Member of this 
Houfe, Sir, (hould have Hopes of Advantage 
only from bis Conftituents, who can never ufe 
their Influence for bad Purpofes ; tlie Advan- 
A a a 4 tagc 
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tage of the Conftituents feparately, is aggre- 
gately the Advantage of the Nation. I hope^ 
therefore, Sir^ that the Bill will not be cad a* 
fide at all, much lefs with the Contempt that 
has been propofed. I do not infinuate that 
any undue Influence will be exerted by the 
prefent Miniftry, but the beft Time to guard 
againft the Evils of a bad Miniftry, is, cer- 
tainly, that in which we enjoy the Benefits of 
a good one. I Ihall, therefore, oppofe the 
Motion, that the Chairman of this Commit- 
tee fhould leave the Chair. 

The Queftion being put, it paffed in the 
Affirmative ; upon which the Chair was re- 
fumed by the Speaker.

I Have in my Hand the Report of a Com- 
mittee, of which I had the Honour to 
be Chairman, and which was appointed to 
enquire into the State and Management of 
the Work-houfe of the City of Dublin^ the 
Annual Amount of the Funds of that Houfe, 
and the Purpofcs to which the fame are apir 
plied. I hkve attended this Committee, Sir, 
witli the greateft Diligence, and I have taken 
all the Pains, in my Power, to make the Re- 
folutions as ample and as authentic as poi^ 
fible. This, Sir, was not lefs my Inclination 
than my Duty, for, by an A61 of George xht, 
Second, the Governors of this Work-houfe 
were obliged to take in, without Exception or 
Limitation, all expofed and deferted young 
Children, under the Age of Six Yedrs, and I 
have always confidered a Foundling Hofpital, 
as a Charity of the firft Clafs, with Rcfpedt 

to 
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to public Benefit, and private Virtue, to both 
which it equally contributes. It prefcrvcs for 
the State many who would otherwiiebe born 
only to weep and die j and it educates in 
Chfiftian Knowledge, and hsbitaal lodoftry, 
many who would otherwife be diflblute and 
ignorant, at once Strangers and Enemies to 
all the Duties of Virtue and ReVi^on, a 
Scoui^e and Difgrace to Society, and a Curfe 
even to themfelves ; wretched in this World, 
by the fame Vices which forfeit their Interefi: 
in a better. To fupport a Charity of this 
Kind, therefore, is to (ave not only the Body 
but the Soul ; and \% a Benefadion not to 
the Individual only, but to the World. It is 
to interpofe, like the Delegate of Providence, 
as the Father of the Fatherleis, and to fnatch 
from Mifery thofe that are incapable of Guilt ; 
it is to make tbofe, in the beft Senfe, Mem- 
bers of Society, who wouki otherwife be no* 
thing more than an Excrefcence, at once 
thecaufeofWeaknefs and De£xmity, which 
it is neceflary to cut off, but which cannot 
be cut off without wounding the Body. But 
this Charity, however laudable in itfelf, how« 
ever well intended, and however perfeft in 
its firft Inftitution, has by fbme unknown and 
unaccountable Caufes been greatly neglefled, 

tiU 
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till within a very few Years, when it$ defeds 
and decline fell under the Notice of a Lady^ 
whofe hamane and mofl excellent Difpofi- 
tion was immediately interefted in its behalf, 
and who propofed, as the moil probable Me« 
thod of reftoring its original Regularity, and 
Ufefulnefs, that it fhould be viiited by fome 
Ladies of the firft Fafliion by Rotation, rightly 
judging that the Wants of young Children, 
and the Ncglefts of Nurfes fell more within 
the Sphere of her Sex, than of Ours. In her 
Vifits (he was pundual, and afliduous, to a 
Degree that fufficiently (hewed the Pleafurc 
fhe took in performing fo tender and impor. 
tant an Office, and, finding hcrfelf gradually 
deferted by her Aflbciates, fhe at length took 
the whole Charge upon herfelf, and devbted, 
not only her Time and Attention to it, but 
fupported it by feveral Sums of Money, 
which from Time to Time were found want>« 
ing I ihe reproved the Offending, and encotl-- 
raged the Good j flie provided every Article 
that became neceflary, and engaged the Nur- 
fes to fulfill their Duty \vith greater Tender- 
nefs and Afliduity to the Weak and Sickly, 
by pecuniary Rewards 5 (he folicited arid ob- 
tained a BenefaAion to this Charity fi-om his 
Majefty^ and has fet on Foot the Building a 

Chapel 
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Chapel, to which the Earl oi Northumberland 
has been pleafed to fubfcribe One Hundred 
Pounds, well knowing that whatever pro- 
motes Religion eventually difpofes Mankind 
to difcharge the Duties of Life to themfelves 
and others. Thefe Endeavours have been 
attended with the happieft Succefs, the Num- 
ber of thofethat have died fince the Superin- 
tendance of this excellent Lady, has decreafed 
almoft in the Proportion often to one, and by 
the excellent Oeconomy, that (he has eftab- 
lifhcd, many more are provided for than be- 
fore with the fame Sum. But the Underta- 
king is too extenfive for a private Hand, how- 
ever diligent, and for a private Purfe, however 
liberally opened ; a confiderable Sum is ftill 
due to the Nurfes, for the Payment of which 
it is hoped this Houfe will provide. It is 
alfo hoped that this national Affembly will, 
when it has heard the Report of the Commit- 
tee, take the State of this important Charity in- 
to Confideration, and not only grant fuch 
Sums as fhall be found neceflkry to pay Debts, 
but fuch as (hall be requifite to extend the 
Plan, fo as fully to anfwer its original Dc- 
fign, efpecially as, under jfuch a Truftee as I 
have mentioned, the Money will be applied 
with the greateft poffible Integrity and Skill. , 

The 
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The Refolutions of the Committee were 
then read, among which were the following : 
** That it appears to this Committee, that the 
** Aa requiring all expofed and defcrted Chil- 
** dren, under fix Years of Age, to be receiv- 
•^ ed, has been fully complied with. 

** That due Care is taken of all fuch Chil- 
*^ dren, and for three Years laft paft, by the 
" particular and conftant Attention of the 
^* Right Honourable the Lady Arabella Deti^ 
** nyy (whofe Direftions the Officers and Ser- 
** vants are ordered to obferve) every Article 
** relative to the Management of the faid 
" Children, hath been condudled in the moft 
** ejcaft and proper Manner. 

" That, by the extraordinary Care of the 
^* Nurfesr in the Workhoufe, excited by the 
"Premiums given by the Right Honourable 
" Lady Arabella Denny ^ for retrieving fuch of 
** the Infants as are fent thither weak and 
•* fickly, many of their Lives have been favcd. 

" To thefe and all other Refolutions of the 
** Coriimittce, the Houfe agreed 5 and ordered 
•• the Report to be printed." 
^. . The 
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The Houfe alfg ordered, " The Thanks of 
** the Houfe to be given to the Right Honour^ 
•* abjc the Lady ArgheUa Denny ^ for her ex-* 
" traordinary Bounty and Charity, in prooaot- 
'^ ing the prefent falqtary Regulations in the 
** Foundling Side of the Workhoufc of the 
** City of Dublin 5 and that Mr Cramer do 
?*^ acquaint her Ladyfliip therewith*" 

On the i»th of I4ayj his ExceUeacy the 
Lord Lieutenant came }Xi 8t»te to the Houic 
of Lords, and gave the Royal Aflfcnt to many 
Bills, and put an End to the Seifions by the 
following Speech :

But I fpeak with the greater Confidence, as 
I have his Majcfty's repeated Commands to 
thank you, in his Name, for the happy Tem- 
per you have preferved in your Deliberation ; 
for the refpedful and afFedlionatc Concern 
you have manifefted for the Honour of the 
Crown ; the loyal and dutiful Attachment you 
have fhewn to his Majcfty's Perfon and Go- 
vernment y and tlie grateful Scnfe you have ex- 
prefled of thofe wife and. falutary Meafures, 
which have terminated in an honourable^ ad- 
vantageous, and, we may hope, a iaftiag Peace. 

Your Firmnefs and Refdlution in dieclaring 
your equal Regard for our excellent Confti- 
tution in Church and State, and your ftrong 
and explicit Aiertion of thofe Principles of 
true Liberty and found Policy upon Which it is 

found* 
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founded, and your impartial Care in fecuring 
the legal Rights and Properties of all Orders 
of Men in the Nation, are particularly accep- 
table to his Majefty, as a clear and moft agree- 
able Proof of your hearty Zeal for the Ho- 
nour and juft Prerogative of his Crowxu 

But his Majefty 's experienced Regard for the 
Happinefs and Welfare of all his Subjects, and 
the peculiar Delight he takes in the AfFeftion 
and Confidence of a free People, muft give 
you a ftronger Affurance than Words can con* 
vey, that you have entitled yourfclves to the 
certain Returns of his Royal Favour 5 and that 
while this Behaviour is prefervecj on your 
Parts, you may depend upon all poflible 
Countenance and Protedion from a King 
whofe Happinefs is known to be fo eflcntially 
conne<3:ed with that of his People.

^m the ftroQg Repcef<^tation I (hall certainly 
mtke tx> hjs Mi^efty, on my Return into his 
R9y(4 Prefejfi^e, df ydtor loyal and affectionate 
Zeal for his Servicae. 

I (hall be the ihore i}>aring Jn my Profcffi- 
ons t6 you, aa I have fo much {leaibn to hope 
you are already convinced that I hold myiblf 
bound by every Ob%itioli to exm mjhdk 

En* 
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Endeavours to fupport and promote your Wcl* 
fare ; and that no praflicable Plan for the 
Service of Ireland^ will ever be declined or 
negleded by nle, in whatever Situation I may 
be placed ; but none can be more agreeable to 
me than that in which I have now the Ho- 
nour of being employed by his M ajcfty, and in 
which I have found fuch a Support from a 
loyal and afFedlionate People, in the Service 
of a moft gracious King/' 

And then the Lord Chancellor declared, 
That it was his Excellency the Lord Lieute- 
nant's Pleafure, that this Parliament be proro- 
gued to Tburfda)\ the 21ft Day oijune next, 
and the Parliament was accordingly prorogued 
to T!burfddy^ the 2 ift Day of June next.

But this Meaivre iras £p &r from benefit*' 
fng England at the Bxpeace di Inland^ that^ 
with refped to the Trade ki Q^ftioo, it haa 
involved both in theikme Ruin. 

That it was a £ital flroke to thfc' Manu&c^ 
turc of Ireland^ in its moft eflential Article, 
needs ito Proof; to &ew that it was equally 
fatal to the Manufadure of England^ in aa 
Article that to her alfo was of the greateft 
Importance^ it is neceflkry to ^onfider tlio 
Subject in an eictenfive View. 

It is of infinite Importance to every Natba 
that depends for Pro^erity Sind Defence upon 
foreign Trades to have ibme Manufedore q$ 
Commodity peculiar to itf^lf, tuch as no othef 
cai), fupply the foreign Market with, and, 
confequently, fiich as may be fold at the moft 
advantageous Price^ A Nation that has ftich 

■ a . 
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a Commodity, or Manu&&urt, in an Article 
of great and univerfal ConfamptioD, has an 
Advantage fuperior to every other. 

Such a national Advantage to Great^Brz^ 
tmn and Inland is WooL 
' ift. As manufadured Wool is of univerial 
Gonfumption, it employs many Hands. 

adly, Afi it is a principal Arrive df forciga 
Trade» it employs much Shipping. 

3dly. As we can manufaAure our Wool 
without the Wool of other G>untries^ and at 
other Countries cannot manufadure their 
Wooly to the fame Advantage, without ours. 
Wool is a Peculiar of thefe Kingdoms, which 
will enable us to command a foreigo Market, 
even though. Ji^abour (hpttld \^ dear(»r with 
08 thai) with others* 

The Wool of the Southern Natipiis, pgrti? 
cularly of Spcin^ is fo tender apd fine that it 
cannot be woven into ilrong, thi(:k, cloif^ 
Cloth, fuch as is fit for general \iip : The 
Wool of the Northern Covntries is fo coarfe, 
and.harib, th^t it cannot be fnaqu£^dured in* 
to Cloth fufHciently foft and fine for general 
Coofumption : But either, being mixed with 
our Wool, which, like a middle Quality, ^re- 
duoes both Extremes, may be made into ex- 
cellent 
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Cellent Clotb^ that will rival our pwn» and if 
more cheaply manu&dared^ fupplaat.ic. at 
the foreign Market^ by felling at a lefs Price. 
\ It is therefore of the utoioft Iniportance to . 
prevent the Exportation of our Wool un-; 
wrought, or^ as the Traders and Manufadlu- r 
rers call it, raw^i and many Laws wece tnade 
for that Purpofe both in England and Ireland^ 

But it bejng founds that feveral Statutes 
tnade in Ireland for that Purpofe were be* 
come obfolete, the Parliament of England 
pa&d an AQ:, in the lath Year of €barles 
the Second, which prohibits Ireland from ex- 
porting 'Wool to any Country but England 
and H^ales^ under the fcvcreft Penalties. 

The Importance of this A<5t may be fairly- 
inferred from the Ad itfelf, for. it is to be 
prefumed, that abfolute Neccflity only, would 
have induced a Britijh Parliament to break 
through a Rule upon which the Liberty of 
a Britijh SubjeiSk depends,- " That every 
Country ought to be governed by Laws of ita 
own making," and to violate the Conftitution' 
by fubjeding Ireland to Laws made in anc^- 
t|ier kingdom.

rcftrained' Ket from exporting ir raW;' and 
tKough a' it^ dbfiiuw Pcrlbns f* thfenifetveS 
to acquire an unlawful Oaih, hj ftoUggtli^g- 
zmj ravr Wool, yet, it being tht Ittt^reflf of 
th^ Nifijority, indwd of tHt Coufitty in g^c- 
rart', to prevent it, in order ta figure the Arf- 
v&htagc of the Trade carried on by (fee Wooldii 
Manufedure, they were diligently \*atctted, 
iftd ffeldom eleaped DetttSioii and Puhifti- 
mcnt : Thefe Smugglers Were confcqtiefritl^ 
fiw, and th6 Injury tbey did^ to the ^rt^riil 
Trade both of England and I^eUnd^ was jh'O- 
portionably fmall. 

But when Ireland was refttsfined frorri ex- 
porting her Woolen Manufaftures, the Ex:- 
jrortatiori of raw Woolbetanie the BtJfincfs 
not ofafev«^^ but of many j it vrtis no Man's 
Ihtereft, merely as a Native of Trttani^ nb pre- 
vent it J it was- therefore not only cOAnlv'd 
at, but cncoutagcd s and thoffe who did n&t- 
unlawfully exp6rt raw Wool for a pecuniary - 
Advantage to thenifelves, W^re Wdl pleafed^ 
to fee it done by others, from a Principle of 
Refentrmcnt and^ Indigftatloh agaiiift thole who' 
had fubjc<aed them to what they could nOt but 
eonfider ais a cru*t anld oppfeltiVe Law, which 
had not Oi»'j^ ittipoVfcfil^d many Individuals. 

whofe 
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vrhoCz Wealth was a commpn Benefit, but 
cut ofF Bread from the Mouths of innumera* 
bjo induflrioui Poor, and, confequemly, pro-, 
duced national Impotence and Poverty. 

But the Number that derive immediate 
Advantage from this Pradice h very great : 
The Perfons who graze the Sheep, and who 
are called Flock-MaAers„ fell the Wool at a* 
^eater Prfee than it would fetch if it was 
not fmuggled away, and it pafles through £b* 
veral Hands, three at leaft, and fometimes 
four, before it comes into the PofTcffion of 
tbofe who privately £hip it, all of whom, have 
a Prdit upon the Trade. 

As the Wool fmuggfed away to foreiga 
Countries, is takei> by them at a very high 
Rate, the Price of thai: Commodity is fo

* Decker fays, that our Wool fmuggled: to Fotcigq- 
ers, fells at above 50 per Cent Advance on^ th^ Englijh 
Price : Yet their Labour is fo much cheaper* thirn oum^. 
and the Proportion of their own Wooli whicfea Mixture 
of ours enables them to manuJFaAure^ fo great, that when 
thus mixed and manufactured, thipy can fell the Cummoo 
dity at a lower Rate than we can. Tucker fays^ that a 
Clergyman of the Weft of Ireland toM him, that the 
Wool*Smugglers of his Parifli got upivards of 50 per 
CM^ by th« Wool that they fold to the Fnnch. 

Dddz &>t 
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for prohibiting the Exportation of manufac- 
tured Wool from Ireland^ put a Stop to all the 
Looms that were employed for foreign Trade, 
the fmuggling of Wool raw, which was the 
Confecjqence of that Aft, has flopped alfo^ in 
a very great Degreej^ the Exportation to ^E*- 
^land and fFales. 

The Nuqfiber of Hands that arc thus dc-^ 
prived of Employment, and jj confequently, of 
Mouths that are deprived of Bread, is very 
great ; and I find it recorded, upongood Au- 
thority, that when the Woollen Manufadlory 
in Ireland was dcftroyed, by the Prohibition 
to export the Work of the Loom, no lefs than 
twenty Thoufand induftrioua Artizans kft 
the Kingdom at once, 

Rm the Evil docs not ftop even here j 
.The great Prige obtained for Wool clandef-* 
t^nely exported, is an Encouragement to alt 
Owners apd Occupiers of Land to put theit 
. Ground und^r Sheep, fo that the Poor, ^\xo^ 
in default of Manufa(!3:ures, would be. em-. 
ployed in Agriculture, are alfo cut OifF fron^ 
that Refouree, and the Number that cannot 
fubflft in their native Country, is thus greatly 
increafed. Nor is this an aggravated Repre-r 
fentation, exhibited to anfwcr a particular 

Purpofei 
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Purpofe : The Want of Employment for the 
Poor of IrelaridzX. Home, is fo notorious, that 
it is wcli known two Thirds of the Country 
are uninhabited, while there are no lefs than 
fifteen Thoufand of them incorporated as 
Mercenaries in foreign Armies. The Num- 
ber employed abroad in other Capacities muft 
be ftili greater, as this is certainly the Icaft 
eligible, and is the Refource of thofc only^ 
who can get Employment in no othef. 
Numbers are ftill continuing to go out of the 
Ifland at ali Opportunities, and Bfead being

^ Dddvj • • con^ 
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concerned in this Trade cannot wait for any 
regular Freight, but mud take what they can 
get; yet any Thing is better than French 
Currency, for that is worth fo much lefs in 
Ireland than in France^ that it would produce 
a very confiderable Lofs. The Goods then 
brought in Return for our Wool, are foreign 
Spirits, and other Commodities, tipon which 
the King has a high Duty ; and thcfe beii^g 
.fmugglcd on Shore, a new Train of Evils is 
the Confequence ; the £ur Trader is injured ; 
.and the Revenue falling fhort; by the non-* 
payment of the Duties that ihould fupport it^ 
new Taxes become neceflary, and thus the 
Smuggler**^ Profit comes out'.of the honeA 
Man's Pocket, whether he is a Trader or not. 
The fmuggling Wool, therefore, with Re- 
fpe£t to Ireland^ depopulates and irapoveri^* 
es the Country, at the fame Time that it in- 
creafes the TaKes.and raifes the Price of bread. 
It deprives the Poor of Eipployment, dlfcoii* 
rages Induftry, promotes Idlenefs and De- 
bauchery, difpofes the common People to 
infult Government, fows the Seeds of Rebel- 
lion, and quenches Humanity, by making 
Violence, and, in fome Cafes, -Murder^ ne- 
ceflary to^clf- Defence, 

Thofe 
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Thofe who im^ine that this Pradicc can 
be .prdYcntcd by any Laws, however fevere, 
or by any Diligence in the Execution of them, 
while the Temptations. to continue it remain, 
know very little of human Nature, The 
Anguifli of Diftrefs, and the Senfe of Injury; 
on one Side to iirge, the Profpeft of Relief 
and Revenge on the other to invite, will fur^ 
nifli Motives that.no human Power can con- 
trouL It is as cruel and as vain to expe<3: 
that the People of Ireland (hould abftain 
from fmu^ling Wool, becaufe it isforbiddea 
by thofe who have already forbidden them; tp 
cat^.hy prphibiting the Exportation of it ma« 
nufadtured, as, to expe<ft that a Man Should

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Oppreflion of Ireland is great, in Proportion 
to the Advantages that might be derived £-001 
that Kingdom, if it viras in a flourifhing State : 
Thefe Advantages are immenfe, and. confe-- 
quently, the mere Interception of thctn^ ex- 
clufive of the pofitive Evils that ac crue, is 
an immenfe Lofs and Detriment to the Bri^ 
tijh Dominions in general, as will appear on 
the moft curibry View of Ireland^ with Re- 

. • fpe(3: to its Situation and natural Superiority 
over other Countries. That the Natives arc 

. naturally induftrious, appears by the Readi« 
nefs, and even Zeal, with which they came 
into the Linnen Manufactory that has lately 
been eft^bliflied among them. That, if they 

^ could procure Subfiftence, they would multi- 

. ply. greatly, appears Jby their Fruitfiilncfs, 
where no Impediments xeftrain it. The 
Country, therefore, would be fully pfeoplcd, 
if proper Methods were taken to fubiift its 
Inhabitants ; or rather, if they were fufFcrcd, 

; without Moleftation, to exert their own Efforts 
to fubfift thcmfelves : and Ireland^ if fully 
peopled, would be fuperior in Wealth, Pow- 
tXy and Influence, to any Country of the fame 
Extent in Europe^ for no Country has fo 
vrholfome a Climate, fo fine, fertile, and im- 

prove* 
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proveable a Soil, fuch general and commodi- 
ous inland Navigation, nor Sea-Ports and Har- 
bours fo admirably adapted to a foreign 
Trade, 

But the Prohibition laid upon the Export* 
of Ireland^ with Refped to the Woollen Ma- 
nufadures, and the fmuggling raw Wool to 
France from thence, its inevitable Confc- 
quence, produce the moft important Mifchief 
to England^ indcpendantof the Difadvantages 
ipvhich they produce to that Kingdom, and of 
the Lofs England fuftains in Confequcnce of 
thofe Difadvantages. 

It cannot be pretended that England cn- 
creafes her Inhabitants in Proportion as (he 
depopulates Ireland. If the Number of Peo- 
ple then is the true Strength of a State, the 
Depopulation of Ireland is a neat Lofs, in 
^ the moft important Article, Jo the Britijb 
Dominions, 

But England IS a Lofer, even In the very 
Article of Trade which /r^//7«^ has been thu^ 
facrificed to fccureapd increafe. Every Pack 
oilrijh Wool will work up at Icaft two Packs 
of French Wool, none of which could be 
wrought up without it, into any Stuff that 
would rival us at Market. For every Pack, 

therefore. 
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.therefore, of Wool, wrought into any (iich 
ikufi; thjit would have rivalled us in a fbreigp 
Market from Ireland^ if her Ports had been 
'^pen, there are now three Packs ia manufac* 
.lured. The Difad vantage, therefore, to En- 
gland ariiing from the Sale of one Pack of 
Irf/b raw Wool to France , isjrcater, as three 
to one, than the Diiadvantage which fhe 
would have fuffered if Ireland had exported 
the fame Quantity wrought into Clo|h ; with

As England and Ireland arc one Dominion, 
though two Kingdoms, it is the greateft Ab* 
furdlty imaginable to fuppofe, that what in- 
jures a part, can benefit the Whole ; that a 
Meafure which enfeebles, depopulates, and 
dcprc(res one third, can render the Aggregate 
ftroogj populous, and fiourifhing. 

pubiick 
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Public Happinefs, and public Weialtb^ aris 
Terms under which Mankind in general 
feem not to have conceived any definite and 
diftinft Idea. Happinefi in a political VicWy 
and as far as it can be produced and /ecured by 
civil Inftitution, is the Enjoyment which arifes 
iirom the Gratification of natural \yants^ and 
fttch Wants as univerfal Habit has fupcrin- 
dac'd, with Plenty and Conveniency : As the 
Public is nothing more than an Aggregate of 
Individuals, public Happinefs muft be in pro- 
portion to the Number of Individuals whd 
pofTcfs thefe Advantages, and the Degree in 
which they are poflcffed* Public Wealth is 
a general Ability to procure thefe Advanta- 
ges ; and Trade is the Caufe and Medium of 
public Wealth, (i.e.) it is that which pro- 
duces and circulates it Public Happinefs 
therefore, does not confift in any of the fplen^ 
did and expenfive Vanities, which in the 
nature of Things, can be poflefled btit by a 
few ; nor is public Wealth in Proportion to 
the Quantity of Money brought into and left in 
the Country from abroad . There may be great 
national wealth, in this Senfe, without a ge« 
©eral Ability to procure the Neceffaries of 
Life with Plenty and Convenience 5 nay, 

' this 
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ihis Abilility will be Icfs general in propor- 
tion as national Wealth, in this populuir 
but faUacious fenfe of the word, become* 
greatec; Poor and Rich being relative terms, 
the Poor muft always be poor, in the fame 
Degree that the Rich are rich t, but the Rich 
do not gain by Wealth in the fame propor- 
tion as thepQorfufFerby Indigence: He that 
has been long ufed to dine upon Plate, is' no 
happier thap if he dined upon Pewter 5 but 
he that cannot fatisfy Hunger, is certainly 
much lefs happy than he that' h^s plenty ©f 
wholefbme Food* Neither indeed arc thafe 
who are comparatively Rich gainers by that 
5nCitafe of Property which rlfes from the in^ 
crcafc of Money brought into the Nation ani 
left in it by Trade; for t^ Rca^ that has 
been affigned already j the fenae Caufc tibat 
encreafes their Property, . prdpoFfiona:l)ly ©»*• 
creafes their Expence; Nothi^Tg, for infkancf, 
ran encreafe the Value of Land, that will not 
iproporiionably encreafc the "Price of whatever 
the Rent received for foch Lirid csfii buy. 
I3f this Truth the Writers upon' Trade fcem 
Y6metime$ to have had a glimpfe, and then to 
Hiaye loft fight of it again ; f6r k is commoa 
to fifid the fame Advocate fo't . Trade, when 
* - E ce he 
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he is recommending it as a general Benefit, 
make court Co the country Gentleman by 
telling him that it will enereafe the Value of 
his Land ; and when any method is propo^d 
to cncreale the Value of Land, which he 
thinks hurtful to general Trade, he is very 
rtady to remind his old Friend, that by /uch 
enereafe he can gain Nothing. 

Trade is the medium of public Wealth, in 
the tr«e ienfe of the Word, only when it 
produces a general Ability to procure fuch 
things as ai^e become generally Necefiary, 
whether by Nature or H^k. To do this, 
the Trade of every Country muft be fuch as 
fully to employ all its Inhabitants. In a 
Ct)untry where all are employed, none can 
fuffer by Indigence; where few are employ* 
cd, the few are too many ; where many are 
employed, the many are too few. 

Every Meafure, therefore, which leilens 
Employment in one part of a Kingdom, that 
thofe who are employed in another part of 
it may get more Money, is not leis abfurd 
(than cruel i thofe who are left idle muft 
^arve, thofe whom a Monopoly enables to 
ict a fadlitious Value upon any Manufadurc 
Of Commodity will get Money indeed, but 
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cannot be rich, for every Monopoly necefla- 
rily cncrcafca the Expence oS'hiit. 

It is (nanifeft, therefore, that the Laws 
which leave the Inhabitants of Ireland with* 
out Employoient, have an immediate and ne- 
ceffary Tendency to diminifli the Strength, 
Happincfe, and Profpcrity of the whole JSr/- 
ti^ Dominions, and are hurtful even to En^ 
^land herfel£ 

It muft be remembered, that as the Inha- 
bitants of every Country, where all arc fully 
employed, will neccfiarily increaie, the 
Strefigth of fuc^ Country mttft encreafe alfo : 
And national Strength will not only (ecure 
Advantages already poliefled, but compell a- 
thers ; as it wili render the Attempts of ah 
Cnemy uniucceisful, it will alio prevent them ; 
and thus xHm hmc Caufe that circulates the 
Bleflin^ of Peace, will present i;he Calami* 
tics of War. 

If Power, therefore, is adyahtageoas to a 
State, ib is extent of Dominion $ for the 
fame Number of People cannot live, upon tea 
Acres of Ground that can live; upon twenty. 
It muft then be admitted^ that if the Number 
of Acres in England was doubled^ and the 
l^hole was fully peopled, and t^e People fully 
Bee 2 * employed

and is not the Cafe e^adly parallel with Re- . 
fpedl to the two Parts of iht Britijh Domi- 
nions that lie op oppofite Sides of the Irijh\ 
Channel. , . 

. Pjojilethwaitfy a. fenfible Writer, juflly ob- 
fcrves, that every Argument which can* 
be formed to prove that any certain 
E e e 2 Branch 
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Branch of Trade fhould be confined to 
one Part of the Britijh Dbmimons^ which 
snighc he carried on with equal Con* 
▼enience at another, againft rival Nations,, 
will prove, that fuch Part fbould itfclf be di- 
vided. If England argues that Ireland (hou \d 
have no Trade in manufadlurcd Wool, it may 
be argued againft Yorkjbire^ by the reft of* 
England^ that this County fliould be excluded 
too ; by purfuihg this Argument, the Manu- 
faQure may be hunted down into one Coun- 
ty, thence into one Town, - nay even to one 
Houfe, and in that Houfe to one Manufadu^ 
rer. The general Interefl will fuffer by the 
Exclulion in the fame Proportion that the Part 
excluded bears to the whole. 

As it is manifeft, for the Reafons ah^eady 
a/Hgned, that England can fecore no Advan^ 
tage to the Britijh Dominions in general, nor 
to herfelf in particular,, by reftraining the 
Trade of Ireland^ it is naturflito enquire whe- 
ther the Advantages which £he propofed by 
this Meafure can be procured any other Way. 

It has been (hewn, that the Prohibition of 
Jri^ Cattle was intended to incrcafe the Va- 
lue ofEng/if^ Land^ and that raifing the Va- 
lue 
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tut if Eng/f/h Land is no Advantage to £;f • 
gianJ in whatever Degree it may be effcded. 

It has alfo been fhewn, that the Prohibition 
to export manufaflured Wobl from Ireland^ 
wai laid on, that the Manufadurers of Bn-^ 
gland might have a Monopoly in that Article i 
that England manufadures lefs Wooi fince 
this Meafure than before ; and that fhe~has 
given to France all thatfhe has taken from 
Ireland^ inftead of fecuring it to herfclf. 

As to Melafles and Sugar, it has been pro- 
ved, that inftead of procuring any Advantage 
from the firft landing fuch of thefe Commor 
dities in England^ as were to be confumed in 
Ireland^ England has fent Ireland from her 
own Plantations to another Market* 

And it .4s plain that thefe Meafures were 
originally fuggefted "by the great Difference 
between the Price of Labour and Neceflarios 
in Ireland ^nA England i to bring the Price of 
Labour and Neceilaries nearly to an Equality 
in both Countries, is, therefore, the only 
Means of procuring the Advantages which 
were intended by reftraining the Trade • of 
Ireland^ and which reftraining that Trade can 
never produce* 

E e e 4 Many 
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Many Methods of doing this have been 
fuggcftcd* Pojiletbwaite advifes the CuU 
tivation of more Land j others, the Abo- 
lition of T axec. A critical Examination of 
thi$ Subject cannot be expefted here, but it is 
rot altogether foreign to the Defign of this 
^raft, to (hew that 'one very confiderabJtf 
Caufe of the Dearnefs of Labour, and theNe- 
ccflaries of Life in England^ refuljs from the 
IViethods (he has taken to procure thofe very 
Advantages which rfie high Price of Labour 
gnd Neceflaries pr^clude^ and particularly 
from the innumerable Monopolies which fhe 
bas eflabliflied with a View to Qngrois Trade, 
andincreafe Money* 

In Sir Matthew Decker*s EiTay on the 
Caufes of the Decline of foreign Trade, hk 
has obferved that the J)i^tcby though more 
taxed in the Neceflaries of Life than any other 
People in the World, beat us out of our 
Tradej^ by fabricating the fame Manufafturea 
for lefs Money • and to flbew how this hap^ 
pens, he exhibits the following State of the 
Pifadvantages of an Englijh Woollen Manu^ 
fadlurer, in Comparifon with the Woollen 
Manufa^urer of Holknd^
